IMPROVEMENTS IN MADOO. 


Within the last fow yodrs, the Village of 
Madoo has suffered seriously from the ravages 
of fire, wholo blocks being swept away in a 
ningle night, and now, but few of the old 
buildings remain as landmarks of what 
Madoc was in hor palmior days, fifteen or 
twenty yours ago. But a change has been 


gradually taking place in tho appearance of 
the Village, ‘fhe commodious brick and 


atone have taken the place of tho frame—the 
stately Church with its lofty spire towering 

towards heaven, has supplanted the unpre- 

tontious building, which did good service for 

long years—and the almost palatial residence 

has been erected whore the huinble cabin 

sheltered the early sottlor and his family for 

many years. In short, Madoo is making con- 

siderable strides towards becoming an impor- 

tant Town. Its new buildings are more 

substantial, and within the last two or three 

year, # large number of very tine stores and 

residences have been erected, over thirty 
buildings being put up last year, Without 
doubt, the prospects of the early completion 
of the Belleville and North Hastings Railway 
has latterly given an impetua to all kinds of 
business, and now that there is scarcely any 
doubt of its being opened for traflio within a 
year, preparations are being made for a large- 
ly increased business in that Village the 
coming season, Onarecent visit to Madoo, 

we made a few notes of some of the principal 
buildings that had been erected during the 
past two years, a brief description of which 
we subjoin, ~ 

On the corner of Durham and Division 
Streets, Messrs. Deans & Gray have erected a 
very large and substantial three story brick 
building, which inside is one of the finest 
shops in Ontario, In width it is 24 feet, and 
in depth 100 feet. Its fittingy are of a very 
superior character, the counters being of birds- 
eye maple, drawers of ash, drawer handles and 
panels being of hard wood, and finely orna- 
mented ; handsome show cases, all the de- 
partments distinct, and everything arranged 
in excellent order, In the rear portion of the 
shop, and in the centre, is a roomy office, en- 
closed with glass windows, portions of which 
are handsomely stained, the first containing 
the name of the firm, with the representation 
ofa beaver. The shop in lighted from the 
rear as well as from the front, giving ample 
light. On the north side isa lean-to, about 
three-fourths of the entire length, which isfoc- 
cupied with the boot and shoe and crockery 
departments. It has a collar, the , entire 
length of the building, and the third story 
which is also the entire length of the building, 
is occupied with furniture and harvest tools. 
The building and fittings cost some $8,000, 
and the enterprising proprietors removed into 
it in the fall of 1874, 

Adjoining to the north is the very fine stone 
and brick storeof Thomas Cross,erected about 
the samo time as that of Messrs. Dean & Gray. 
In width it is 26 feet, and in depth it is 100 
feet. The interior is neatly fitted up,making 
avery handsome store. The cellar is the 
whole length of the building, and the third 
story is also the ertire length of the build- 
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Jolding sets an excellent table and keops 
good house. 

Oyer Mr. Sydmer Ross’ store, which by the 
way in one of the finest hops in Madoc, are 
the Railway officon of the Belleville and 
North Hastings Railway Company. They 
aro neatly fitted up and well furnishod, and 
on Saturday, the time of our visit, the busi- 
nens office was thronged withemen, getting 
thoir wages, and receiving pay for ties deliv 
ered on the track of the road, In the immo- 
diate vicinity of the villngo, there has been 
a large amount of heavy work in connection 
with the road, and a great doal of progress 
made with cuttings, embankinents, culvert 
and bridge byilding, showing that the pro- 
prictors of the undertaking mean business. 
The completion of this Road will bo of 
immonse benefit to Madoc, as well as Belle- 
ville, and it is gratifying to see that the 
peoplo of the North Riding are bocoming alive 
to tho necessity of securing the advantages 
which the development of the Iron Minos in 
their midst will bring them, 

Madoo is blessed with churches, having 0 
less than five, all of them very fine edifices, 
and some of them very superior structures. 
The finest isthe new Presbyterian Church, 
which, being situated on a high eminence 
commands a fine view from all parts of tho 
village, Itin built of stone, the style of 
architecture being mainly gothic with a touch 
of Elizabethan. The extreme length is 64 fect, 
wilth 48 feet ; height of side walls 29 feet ; 
height to peak of roof,52 feet ; height of spire 
116 feet. The basement of thé church, which 
is finished, and is now occupied by the con- 
grogation, is divided into five rooms, large 
class room ; infants’ room; ladies’ and young 
men’s rooms, and the yestry, ‘It isa splendid 
structure, a credit to its worthy pastor, tho 
Rey. Mr. Wishart, and to the liberality of 
the congregation, and an ornament to the 
village. The sum already expended on ‘the 
building is over $12,000, and when completed 
it is estimated cost will be $22,000. We un- 
derstand it is intended to have a public 
clock in the tower of the Church.

Dunn, costing about $1,000. 

John Robertson, grocer, has just completed 
afine brick dwelling, two stories, which cost 
$1,000. 

Major G. D, Rawe has a very handsome 
dwelling of brick, with bay windows, veran- 
dahs, and many modern conveniences, The 
cost is about $2,500, 

Mr, Dingman is erecting two frame dwell- 
ings on the same street. 

Work has been commenced on the Episcopal 
Methodist parsonage, near the Church. It is 
to be of brick, and will cost about $2,000. 
Messrs, Bristol Bro. have, with very com- 
mendable enterprise, put upon theruinsof their 
carriage factory, a series of buildings suitable 
for the extensive business which they are car- 
rying on, and which under their enterprising 
management bids fair to rival some of the 
largest in our principal towns. The buildings, 
which have all been rebuilt the past season, 
comprise a workshop, two stories, and a sale 
shop and paint shop 34x60; built of frame; a 
blacksmith shop, built of brick, 22x59, They 
employ from ten to fifteen men, and judging 
from their work finished and in process of fin- 
ish, they need’ not fear to compete with the 
best establishments in Ontario.

The Whitby Divorce Case, 
REJECTED BY THE SENATE, 


There is considerable excitement in Whit- 
by over the news of the rejection of the 
Campbell Divorce Bill by the Dominion 
Senate, on the ground that the preamblo 
was not proven. There have been no loss 
than four suits now in this case. Tho 
first suit took place in Toronto in 1873. 
Robert Campbell brought an action of 
crim conin the Court of Queen’s Bench 
against George Gordon for debauching hia 
wife, and obtained a yerdict of $3,000. 
Afterwards, on an appeal, it was reduced to 
$1,500,|which has not yet beenpaid, Gordon 
having left this Province. About the samo 
time Mra, Campbell brought an action 
for slander in the Court of Gommon Pleas 
against her brother-in-lay, James Oamp- 
bell, and obtained a jury verdict of $1,000. 
The defendant inthissuit moved toran arrest 
of verdict, or for a new trial, The Court 
ordered a now trial in this cause without 
costs. Afterwards Mrs, Campbell brought 
a suitin Chancery foran allowance of ali- 
mony before Vice-Chancellor Blake against 
her husband, who defended himself on the 
fron of hor adultery with Gordon, 

Chis action was dismissed last fall, tho 
Court finding Mrs. GOampbell guilty. 
Previous to this trial the husband was or- 
dored to pry her alimony at the rate of 850 
per month, which was paid regularly for 
nearly two years, until the decision of tho 
Vice-Chancellor. On the above grounds 
Mr. Campbell applied for a divorce, which 
has just boon decided as above stated.

Mr. Workman followed Mr. Bowell, defend- 
ing the transaction throughout, but at tho 
same time giving a recital of facta which ut- 
terly disproved the statement made last ses- 
sion by Mr. Mackenzie, that he had entered 
upon the purchase of steel rails upon the ad- 
vice of Messrs, Darling & Workman, neither 
of whom knew apything of the matter until 
they read the advertisement in the Premier's 
organ in Montreal, 


Mr, Mackenzte then entered into a  wtate- 
ment himself. He commenced by reading a 
paper prepared by the Chief Engineer, which 
puts the best possible face upon the purchases. 
Head he been frank enough to say that subse- 
quent events had proved the transaction to 
have been unwise, to use a mild word, he 
would have taken a good deal of the sting 
out of the accusations made against him ; 
mt instead of taking this course he defended 
| the purchase in every particular, and must 
therefore take all-the odjam which attaches 
to it. He sought to avoid blame for the al- | 
| leged violation of the principles of Respons- | 
ible Government for which he contended 
when in Opposition, by saying that though 
ho had made the contracts. ho had paid no 
money until after a vote had been taken in 
Parlianont. As to the charge of not having 
given due notice of tho matter in the first 
place, he read alist of newspapers in which 
he said the advertisement had appeared. 
Mr, Bowell asked him if his list had oieceae 
to the first advertisement or the second, and

The House having gone into Committee. 


Mr. MAcKeNztr made his promised expla- 
nation as to the Pacific railway. He referfed 
to tho weighty obligations assumed by his 
Government when it came into power. He 
said he had always favored a Pacific railway, 
but he regarded the policy of the old Govern: 
ment as one of madness, one of political in- 
sanity, and he never favored the work being 
done by a mere stock-jobbing. company. Wp 
to the3lst December last there had been ex- 
pended in surveys east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains $1,276,892, and in British Columbia 
$1,010,015. When he assumed the duties of 
his office, it was-believed the road.would pass 
from Jasper Pass to Tete Jeune Cache and 
thence to Bute Inlet. Tho ‘stirvey in 1874 
developed the fact thaton this route there 
were mountains about 9,000 feet high, with 
enormous glaciers, which rendered it | neces- 
sary toseek a route clsewhere. Attention 
was then directed to Fraser river from Tete 
Jeune Cache to Fort George, which proved 
singularly favorable. From Por George west 
several routes have been found to be possible, 
These the speaker detailed, but the expla- 
nations without amap were quite unintelli- 
gible to the House, and would have been 
much better given ina printed statement 
than in a speech on the floor of Parliament, 
He explained the character of the route be- 
tween Lake Nipissing and Fort William, but 
it will be remembered that the Government 
veaancebepbrites st Prildnt ad Bie aster 
formation obtained 1s of no great practical 
immediate importance. With reference to 
the Georgian Bay branch, he said that as was 
already known the contract for that had been 
cancelled, He would not say much with re- 
gard to that part of the road now,as he would 
probably revert to the subject, but the engi- 
neering difficulties of it were not nearly so 
great as they had been stated to be in the 
newspapers, and the Government had felt that 
they would not be justified in consenting to 
comply with the request of the contractor that 
the route might be chauged, and so had can- 
celled the contract from Rat Portage to Cross 
Lake. The Government would probably ad- 
hero to the ronte, two others, one north and 
the other south of it, having been explored and 
found unsatisfactory, but they would raise 
the surface of the road so as to require less 
excavation through the rocks which prevail 
so extensively in that section. The work on 


the Pembina branch was almost completed. 

From Winnipeg westward the telegraph wire 
was hung as far as Livingstone, the town plot 
near Fort Pelly, with the exception of a short 
distance at the Narrows of Lake Winnipeg, 
and from Livingstone still further westward, 
toa point 720 milesfrom Winnipeg. The road- 
way. was cleared through. the same distance, 
After crossing the Saskatchewan the railway 
would tend northwards, and after passing 
over the watershed of the Fraser and Saskat- 
chewan rivers, cross the Arthabaska river 
some forty or fifty miles north-east of Jasper 
House pass. From the latter point westward 
to Fort George engineers were now engaged 
in the work of location. Throughout the 
portion of the road which had teen surveyed, 
the gradients were generally favorable, with 
the exception of thirty or forty miles on each 
side cf Rat Portage, which srould probably 
be a little difficult, He thought that the 
people of* British Columbia had no,right to 
complain that the Government were not push- 
ing the work through as rapidly as possible. 
When the surveys are #ufticiently eomp/ete, 
tenders would be invited for such sections of 
the work as might be thought best in the 
judgment of the House ; but it was problem- 
atical ifanything in this way could be done 
n Parliament’ next met.

Stirling Teachers’ Institute. 


‘The regular meeting of the above Institute 
took place in Stirling, on March the 11th. 

After routine business was disposed of a so- 
lution and explanation of the problems in pa- 
per I., Smith's Eng. Arithmetic, p. 268, was 
given by J. W. Rogers. 

Arithmetic to beginners, was thon taken up, 
discussed and illustrated ina very practical 
manner, by the Inspector, 

Tn the absence of Mr, Atkinson, whose sub- 
ject was Analysis and Parsing, Inspector Mo, 
Intosh kindly consented to take it up. He 
analysed and parsed a passage from the 4th 
Reader, with his usual ability and clearness. 

Tho Rey. J. Hallowell then gave an inter- 
esting and practical address to the mombers 
of the Institute. 

The next mecting will be held in the usual 
place, on April 15th, Programme :—1l. Ana- 
lysis and Parsing (Mr, Atkinson), 2, Method 
of teaching Reduction (Mr. Mackintosh). 3, 
Solution and explanation of certain problems 
in Arithmetic(Mossrs, Allan and Broadworth), 
4. Method of conducting a lesson on the-Verb, 
5. General Discussion ‘What cau Teachers do 
to olevate the profession ¥”

“On Saturday the 
meeting of the Institute was held in the Pin- 
nacle Street School, and was largely attended. 

A number of questions relative to School 
Law, Government, &c., were answered by the 
Inspector, He strongly recommended pre- 
vious home preparation of lessons by teachers; 
prohibiting talking; bringing down the sub- 
jects taught to the capacity of the pupil ; 
punctuality on epee of the teacher, as one 
of the best methods to prevent tardiness in 
pupils. He would advise teachers to endeavor 
to induce parents to attend the public exam- 
inations and visit the schools frequently ; and 
with reference to teachéra presenting them- 
selves a second time for Third Class certificates 
he said it was only allowed, when the consent 
of the Inspector was obtained, and he would 
be slow to tt such permission, In case of 
lost time, Trustees aro to reckon 365 days per 
annum in making deduction. Mr, Johnston 
also explained the simplest method of intro- 
ducing Grammar to junior classes, explaining 
the best plans of teaching pupils to pick out 
the parts of speech, and the simpler forms of 
analysis. ~ : 

In tho afternoon Prof. Bell gave an excel- 
lent address on reading, whieh was listened 
to. with earnest attention. He discussed 
both the theory and practice of reading, under 
the heads of eae a8 @ science, as an art, 
and as an accomplishment. He gave a num- 
ber of useful rules for inflection, pauses, em- 
pee and tone, and illustrated the different 

inds by reading several choice selections 
from standard authors, Tho address was of 
a practical nature, and well calculated to 
benefit those who heard it, being interspersed 
with hints of value to those who are teaching 
and also those who aro engaged in private 
study. A vote of thanks was tend Prof, 
Bell for his excellent address, 

Mr. Irwin'led a discussion on the ‘teacher's 
position,” contrasting it that of the teacher 
some years ago, when salaries were 8200 per 
a eat aaa G small, not furnished 
with apparatus necessary to carry on a school 
iokbetalie; At the Prosent’ there is no 
reason why schools ere not furnished thor- 
oughly, if they are not, it is the fault of the 
teacher only. Ho compared the social stand- 
ing of the teacher of to-day with that of times 
past, and shid that teachers are respected in 
proportion as they respect therselFiNt He 
also advised teachers to be careful about using 
slang oxpreasions or allowing pupils to use 
them ; always to treat theirpupils with kind- 
ness and respect; to be very careful about the 
correct pronunciation of words ; and always 
to prepare the lessons before hand. He ifs 
mented tho fact that 4s s0cn as teachers be- 
come by experience yseful in their profession 
they abandon it for more lucrative positions, 
and hoped the time was not far distant when 
such a state of things would cease, Mr. 
Johnston, Prof, Bell, Messrs. Kenny, Redick, 
and others, also took part in the discussions. 

Prof. Dawson then conducted a reading 
oxerciso in which most of the teachers took 
part, The Prof, expreasod himsolf well ploas- 
od with the manner in which the teachers ac- 
quitted themselves, 

, A cordial vote of thanks was then accorded 
Prof. Dawson, after which tho Institute ad- 
journed,

Bidding for a Wife. 


TWENTY THOUSAND DOLLARS OFFERED YOR 
ANOTHER MAN'S WIFE. 


(Brom the Greenwich Journal, ) 


Some years since, while tarrying at 
Shanghai and Hong Kong, the writer be- 
came acquainted with Mr. King, head of 
| the highly robpodsP le firm of Messrs. King 
& Co., doing business at Shanghai. 

Mr. King had recently returned from a 
visit to the United States, where he had 
formed an alliance with a blooming young 
Indy, daughter of a Presbyterian clorgyman 
residing near Boston, who, after the nup- 
tial ceremony had been performed, accom- 

anied her lord to the Celestial Empire, 

m their way they stopped for a few days 
at Hong Kong. After settling thomselves 
in comfortable quarters, the couple were 
visited by a rich mandarin. ‘The latter re- 
garded the lady very attentively, and seem- 
od to dwell with delight upon her move- 
ments. 

When Mrs. King at length left the apart- 
ment, he said to her husband, in broken 
English (worse than broken Ubinas “What 
you give for that wifey—wife of yours 1” 
“Oh,” replied the husband, laughing at 
the singular error of his visitor, ‘'$10,000.” 
This, the merchant thought, would appear 
to the Chinaman a high figure, but he was 
mistaken, ‘* Well,”’ said the mandarin, 
taking out his book with an airof business, 
* s'pose you giye her tome! TI give you 
$15,000." Tt is difficult to say whether 
King was more amazed than amused ; but 
the very graye and solemn air of the China- 
man convinced him ‘that he was in sober 
earnest, and he Was compelled, therefore, 
to refuse the offer with as much placidity 
as he could assume. The mandarin, how- 
eyer, continued to press the bargain. ‘‘T 
give you $20,000," said he ; ‘‘youtake’em?” 

Mr. King, who had no previous notion 
or thought of the commercial value of the 
commodity which lie had taken with him 
on his business tour, was compelled at 
length to inform his visitor that Americans 
were not in the habit of selling their wives 
after they had come in possession of them ; 
an assertion which the Ohinaman was slow 
to believe. 

It was Mr. King’s cnstom, as well as 
every other commercial house doing busi- 
ness at Shanghai, to have their clerks dine 
with them daily, leaving their Chinese wives 
bebind. ‘Soon after my arrival at Shang- 
hai, L was invited to dine with Mr, King, 
There were a few gentlemen and seventy- 
three of his clerks seated at the table. They 
were all well dressed and genteel appearing 
young men; a stranger would imagine 
them to be gentlemen. While seated at 
the dinner table Mr. King related the 
foregoing narrative with great glee, langh- 
ing at his young and pretty wife, saying 
he had recently discovered her full value, 
as he had been offered $20,000 for her ; a 
very high figure as wives Were selling at 
that time, for the average price paid by 
the clerks for an ordinary Chinais shop- 
keeper's daughter was about $150, the price 
being agreed upon with the parents before 
the young people see each other, the bar- 
gain was at once consummated. If the 
woman should prove to be transcendently 
beautiful the parents might receive 35 
more as cushma, or a present, 

As soon ashe comes in possession of his 
wife he purchases orren sasmall, light 
constructed bamboo house, which with a 
liberal supply of coarsematsand a few arti- 
cles for culinary purposes, Suiffices for a 
residence, which is kept all neat and clean 
as hound’s tooth, tho wife doing, how- 
ever, her own housework, washing and 
ironing her lord’s clothes, which are kept 
in perfect order. She is very domestic. 
seldom or never seen upon the street ; and 
more true and faithful wives never existed; 
in fact they dare not be otherwise, for their 

rents would chastise them severely. The 

usband seldome takes a meal at home, the 
wife subsists chiefly upon rice, and the cost 
of maintaining her, together with her ward- 
robe, will not exceed $30 per year, 

Mra. King, being a conscientious and en- 
ergetic lady, resolved) to use every effort in 
her power to break up the infamous traffic 
in Chinese women ; but being ignorant of 
the manners and custoi# of the people in 
that distant country, and having no back- 
ers—her husband feeling indifferent—fail- 
ed in accomplishing hermeritorious object. 
As a last resort, she isaued an edict requir- 
ing every one of her husband's clerks to 
abandon forthwith and turn off their Chin- 
ese wives or they would not be suffered to 
dine at the same table with her, ‘Tho re- 
sult can easily be imagined, for on the fol- 
lowing day not one of the clerks made his 
appearance at the allotted place of business, 
which placed Mr. King in an awkward po- 
sition, blocking the wheels of his immenso 
business, 

The indiscretion of his wife came near 
causing him much trouble and unneceseary 
expense ; and, strange as it may appear,tho 
clerks had the sympathy of the whole com- 
munity of Shanghai ; and however humilat- 
ing it might have been to Mrs, King, sho 
was pbliged to rescind her edict, and when 
the writer loft Shanghai the wheels of busi- 
ness were again in motion and oyerything 
went on swimmingly.

in alluvial flats or rich valleys, is well-known, 
but here it ie being done on rolling and hilly 
lands.

Evrortas Graty Marker —A cable des- 
patch from London, April 3rd, says: The 
Mark Lane Express in its review of the 
grain trate of the past weok says :—Agricul- 
tural operations are being prosecuted with 
vigor, The surmise regarding a probable 
injury to winter wheat caused by the inclem- 
ency of March, is mostly unfounded. The 
future crop, although retarded, appears to 
offer no reasonable ground for alarm as to the 
ultimate prospects. In some districts, where 
the bad weather was unusually seyere and 
protracted, the intention of sowing wheat has 
been abandoned and the fields devoted to 
barley or beans. It-is early to hazard an 
opinion about this crop, as the plant is only 
beginning to appear, and the country is gen- 
erally said to be asbarons it usually is at the 
end of February. Still, supposing frosts late 
on do not injure the _plant the recent cold 
may even haye been beneficial by destroying 
vermin. A heavy rainfall also materially 
helps fortilization of the fields. Trade last 
week was strictly of a consumptive character.

4th, All bargains made at the salesroom 
or elsewhere, verbally or elsewhere, shall 
be considered binding. Alloffers by either 
buyer or seller if not accepted by the party 
to whom the offer is made before the close 
of that particular interview are to be con- 
sidered withdrawn, unless otherwise speci- 
ally agreed.

Ist. The payment of $5 to the treasurer 
constitutes a membership of the Board of 
Tade of the National Dairymen’s Club for 
one year, 

2nd. Members only are entitled to all 
the privileges of the salesroom. 

3rd: “ There will be a régister keptand a 
bulletin board arranged ina conspicuous 
place in the room,.upon which will be post- 
ed all telegrams and other ‘information of 
interest received from New York, Little 
Falls, and other markets,and to which reg- 
ister and board all members are entitled to 
free access. Also all members shall have 
the privilege of posting upon the register 
anotice ofany dairy or other produce 
which they may have for sale. 

4th. There shall be an officer appointed 
by the club, whose duty it shall be to pro- 
cure telegrams and: all other information 
deemed necessary by the club for the bul- 
letin board;also to procureand issue tickets 
of membership ; and it is understood and 
agreed that this officer shall have the gen- 
eral supervision of the salesroom. 

5th. There shall be a board of arbitra- 
tion constituted for the pu: of hearing, 
adjusting and setting all differences which 
may arise from time to time between buy- 
ers and sellers, and it is an express under- 
standing and agreement by and between 
such and all members thereof that such 
settlement by such arbitration committee 
shall be final and adhered to, The said 
board of arbitration shall be-chosen and 
constituted as follows; In case of difference 
between two parties or interest, the said 
parties or interest shall each choose one 
member of the board, and the two mom- 
bers thus chosen shall select a third, and 
these three shall constitute a board of 
arbitration, and have appropriate jurisdic- 
tion. 

6th. All bargains between members 
made at the salesroom or élsewhere yerbal- 
ly or otherwise, shall be considered bind- 
ing, and to be lived up to and carried out 
by each of tho parties thereto, and a failure 
of either party toyperform his or their part 
shall be considered sufficient cause for the 
expulsion from said club and salesroom of 
the party so failing to perform. 

7th. Ina view of avoiding the many dis- 
pace and contentions which have arisen 
heretofore respecting short weights,it shall 
be understood, and is 80 agreed upon, that 
where a difference or discrepancy is found 
in weights of butter or cheesofon arrival in 
market, a legally Appointed weigh-master's 
portificate of such discrepancy, with ex- 
pense of such certificate, attached, shall bo 
considéred a standard to settle by, 

8th. It is essential, and for the interest 
of all, that each of the foregoing rules be 
strictly observed by each member of the 
club, and any cases of violation of such 
rules shall be considered « sufficient reason 
for calling a committee to look into the 
facts conce 
in their opinion what action had best to be 
taken by the club to ayoid a repetition of 
the same, 

9th. It is understood that when a. fac- 
tory has more than one salesman, cither 
one or all of said salesmen shall be admit- 
ted on presenting the factory’s ticket of 
membership. Also, a buyer and his agent 
shall be admitted on theone ticket, whether

1. Some cultivators, through ignor 
or forgetfulnoss of , the fact that tho pro: 
ducts of a garden, being natives of various | 
soils and climates, require peculiar man- | 
agement, deposits their soods in the grounds 
at an improper season. The early and most 
hardy species and varieties should not be 
planted until the ground can be brought 
into good condition, a8 some species of 
plants that in an advanced stage of growth 
will stand a hard winter, are often cut off 
by a very slight frost while young, espocial- 
ly if exposed to the sun after a frosty night. 

2, Some species of sods, such as bean, 
hoot, cabbage, lettuce, radish, salsify,turnip, 


tate quickly, are often destroyed while 
germinating through yariablonoss of the 
weather, and somvare liable tobe dovour- 
ed by insects in 48 hours after they are 
sown, and before a plant is seon above the 
ground, unless a suitable remedy is applied 
in time to annoy the insects, 

3. Some species, a8 carrot, celery, leck, 
onion, parsley, parsnip, spinach, &c., being 
SARE of tardy growth, taking (in un- 
favorable seasons) from two to three or four 
weeks to vegetato, areapt to perish through 
incrustation of the soil, or other untoward 
and unaccountable circumstances which 
cannot always be controlled. 

4. The failures often occur through seeds 
being deposited too deeply in the ground or 
left too near the surface. Sometimes, for 
want of sufliciency of seed in a given spot, 
solitary plants wil perish, they not having 
suflicient strength to open the pores of the 
earth, and very frequently injudicious man- 
agement in manuring and preparing the 
soil will cause defeat. —Dreer Circular.

Mr. Bante asked why the Government 
had refused to pay to the yoterans of 1812 
who reside temporarily in the United States 
their share of the bonus dated in 1875, the 
Act making noidistinetion ; and also, wh.

ree, 

Mr. Mackenzie said there were no negotia- 
tions pending atthe present time with that 
object. Very recently it was decided by the 
United States Government that the Colambia 
fish could not be admitted under the Treaty, 
which opinion, as the hon, gentleman sani 
see by papers brought down, was coincided 
in by the Imperial Government. The 
Government would be very glad, of course, 
to do anything they could to get that matter 
placed in a ditferent position, 

Mr. Oxtven moved for a Committee of the 
Whole to consider certain resolutions on 
which to founda bill intituled ‘An Act. to 
ainend the general railway Acts.” He gave 
numerous instances of differential rates of 
freights on railways running..between the 
United, States a4 Te fers oe the 

mericans, @ disadvantage AT 
dian ship} taba fierehants.| iis contended.

railwaysshould at least carry Canadian ‘pro- 
duce and manufactures at the same rate as 
Americans. Tho mullers of Canada com- 

lained that our lines carried wheat in pre- 
erence to flour, this in effect being a bonus 
to English millers and a wrong te Canadian 
millers, 


Mr. Mackenziy agreed that there was 
much force in the statements of the grievan- 
ces referred to, The Government had had 
the matter under consideration, but it was too 
late in the session tu bring down any mens- 
ure, and indeed he doubted whether they 
could accomplish anything beyond drawing 
the attention of the railway authorities to the 
facta mentioned. He didnot think it was 
possible to establish a pro rata system. He 
Foped the motion would not be pressed. 

Mr. Invina pointed out the difficulties the 
trunk lines labored under by reason of Amer- 
ican competition and of their financial stand- 
ing.

Mr. MACKENzre said he had affirmed that 
the accounts were shamefully mismanaged, and 
he affirmed that now, He had never alleged 
any impropriety beyond that. The evidence 
taken before the Committee showed that the 
hon. member for Norfolk was drawing money 
from the Department of which he (Mr, Mac 
kenzie) was at the head, without his know- 
ledge, and that the hon. member had in his 
name money in the banks belonging to the 
Départment. 

Mr, Wattace denied that the accounts 
were shamefully mismanaged so far as he was 
concerned. He affirmed thatevery cent of the 
money was raleay accounted for. He was 
doing duty for the Government, and was en- 
titled to some remuneration. He was acting 
for the Department, and he claimed that it 
still owed him money, 

Mr, Bextra, referring to the ovidence 
taken before the Committee, said tbat he 
thought the House would be interested in ob- 
taining as correct a statement of the balances 
as could be arrived at. He did not think the 
accounts could be balanced, but it would be 
to the interest of the hon. member for Norfolk 
if the information asked for was brought 
down. 

Sir Jonny Macponatp had no doubt that 
the hon. member for Peterborough had an 
ardent desire to protect the hon. member for 
Norfolk and to remove any doubts which he 
himself felt, His motive was worthy of all 
appreciation, and he (Sir John) had no doubt 
that the hon. member for Norfolk did appre- 
ciate his motive ; but it was unfortunate that 
the resolution was not moved before the list 
had been gone over several times, but up to 
the present had been allowed to stand. 

Mr. Mackenzir said tho information had 
been asked for in the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee, 

Mr. Prump said the hon. member from 
Norfolk bad nothing to fear from an investi- 
gation, 

Mr, Wattace asserted that no attempt had 
been made to balance the books, although 
they could be balanced he knew. He defied 
any man to show that he had done wrong. 

Mr. Bowe said that when tho investiga- 
tion was held the books could not be balanced, 
asall of them were not brought down, The 
country had aright to complain of the Minister 
of Public Works as loader of the Government 
furnishing a political opponent of the member 
for Norfolk with facts of which no one but 
himself could have any knowledge, although 
this was directly opposed to the professions of 
the Premier when in opposition. 

Mr. Pore charged the Premier with gross 
impropriety in writing the letter. Although 
the Committee instituted the most searching 
enquiry ever made in Canada, no wrongful 
conduct was proven sgainst the member for 
Norfolk. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr, Jones (Halifax), moved for the corres- 
pondence between the Dominion Govern- 
ment andthe Government of the United 
States respecting the alleged violation of the 
Dyashing.es.

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THE RAILWAY BY-LAW. 


Thore are a fow facts in reference to the 
bonus By-law now before the people of 
this County, proposing to grant a bonus of 
$30,000 to the Belleville and North Hast- 
ings Railway Company, which wo trust 
that every ratepayer who fools inclined to 
oppose ‘the measure will carefully consider 
before casting his ballot. 

In the first. placo, the promoters of the 
Railway and Smelting Works have already 
expended about $120,000 inthe purchase of 
mineral lands and for work done on the 
Railway. In’ addition to this they will 
disburse the following sums ;—On Smelt- 
ing Works $225,000 ; on Railway $470,- 
000, oralliwing that $10,000 of the amount 
first mentioned has been spent on the 
Railway, $460,000, or $685,000 in all. 
Estimating thocost of railroad iron, rolling 

stock, and such of the machinery for 
Smelting Works as cannot be manufactur- 
ed hero, at the excessive price of $225,000, 
we have the enormous sum of $460,000 as 
the amount which these enterprising gen- 

men will expend within this County dure, 
iny tho next year and a half; in addition to 
what they havealready expended. The muni- 
cipal bonuses, if this County subsidy be 
granted, will amount to $176,000 all of 
which, and 2404,000 in addition must be 
expended in the County—in labor, ties, 
right of way, &c. The most of this money 
will go directly into the pockets of the 
farmers of this County, who will conse- 
quently be more profited by it than any 
one else. 

The cost to each ratepayer on the average 
will be but 21 cents per year—a trifle which 
will never be missed, and which, we ven- 
fue to say, Will be more than repaid by the 

advantages derived from the building of the 
road alone. .

Tho motion of Dr. ‘Cupper was adopted with- 
out debate, Mr. Mackenzie simply smiling 
apparently at the inclusiveness of the motion | 
—and saying “carried” without rising from 
his seat, The fact is there was nothing in the 
papers to prevent their having been brought 
down within a week, except the fact that if 
they are all brought down, if the plan adopt- 
ed in the case of the canal papers, of suppress- 
ing damaging papers, be not adopted here, 
they would make strange reading in the light 
of the Ministerial defence of this transaction.

To throw the blame upon the officers of the 
Department, to pretend that orders were 
given to send the advercisements to particular 
papers, ia simply to discount largely tho 
credulity of the public, Mr, Mackenzie is 
not in a position to do this, seeing that he 
stands at this moment convicted of ‘‘delib- 
erate falsehood” in his explanations of last 
year, in which he stated that Mr. Workman 
and Mr, Darling and other Montreal gentle- 
mau had strongly advised the purchase of 
these rails, a statement which both gentle- 
man haye contradicted, It is this wretched 
equivocation—from the date of Mr. Mackenzie's 
famons telegram dowa to last night—aboug 
the advertisement aud about the relations of 
Mr, Mackenzie's brother to ane of the firms 
as agents for the English rolling mills, 
that has led to suspicion as to the perfect 
honesty of this transaction. But this apart, 
it is now beyond successful controversy that 
the purchase was an unconstitutional one, 
seeing that it was made without the consent 
of Parliament ; that it wa¥ an unwise one, 
seeing that it was made long in advance of

works. "Their financial standing and ability 
ave undoubted, and if this bonus be granted 
they will carry on their work to completion. 
Tho sum which is asked is a loan rathor 
than a gift, as the whole amount and very 
anuch more, will be returned to the rate- 
payers—a large portion directly by taxation 
on the Railroad, mines and other property 
of the Company—and indireetly by the in- 
creased value giyen to property, saving on 
gravel roads, and in a hundred other ways.

The Dynamite Fiend. 


MIS IDENTITY WITH ALEXANDER KEITH, 
JR., OF HALIFAX, FULLY CONFIRMED. 
. 


London, 30th,—Phe second official re- 
port is published at Bremen to-day of the 
results of the investigation into the dyna- 
mite explosion at Bremerhaven’ somo 
months ago. The synopsis telegraphed 
here fully confirms in outline the name, 
antecedents, and conneetions of the vil- 
laiii, ‘‘ Thomas,” published some time ago 
in the American puers to the following 
effect ;—That his real name wad Alexander 
Keith, jr., that he was born in Halifax, 
Nova Scotia ; that he was a staunch friend 
of the South during the war ; that he lap- 
bored and aided blockade runners, and be: 
came one himself } and that he absconded 
from Halifax in 1864, with $150,000 or 
$200,000 intrusted to him by Confederates 
to buy provisions for the Southern army. 
The report says that the amount embezzled 
was equal to the r amount above men- 
tioned, and included $32,000 insurance on 
the steamer Culedonia, whice was lost at 
sea. 

Keith subsequently lived in New York 
as Alexander King Thompson, but his con- 
nections were unknown. In 186) he ap- 
peared at Highland, in possession of $80,- 
000, He married there Miss Cecily Paris. 
A Confederate colonel, named Smoot, 
whom he had defrauded, had him arrested 
and taken to St. Louis, where the case was 
compromised lie fearing other prosecutions. 
In 1866 he came to Europe with his wife. 

No accessories to the Bremerhaven crime 
has been discovered. Tho model sub- 
mitted by Her Fuchs is the original work, 
made toorder for Keith by the workman 
Rinn. The report concludes by stating 
that the inquiries in England are not yot 
definitely concluded.

Foon. —It is found that since the employ- 
ment of the changed dietary in the Gene- 
| ral Prison for Scotland, involving a very

Still, when pay-day comes, as always 
it does, this illusion vanishes, and a feeling 
is experienced of parting with money and 
receiving nothing in return. If there is an 
actual necessity of making a purchase, and 
the means are not at hand, there is a 
reasonable excuse for obtaining the same 
on credit ; but when tho article can be dis- 
pensed with until payment can be made, it 
1s much to the advantage of the purchaser 
to do so.

and the country. He is tho first Minister of a 
powerful government ; he is the head of the 
great political party which at present controls 
the Dominion, and he isas the leader of the 
House chiefly responsible for its conduct and 
jts legislation. No course, therefore, on the 
part of any member of the House,is a justifioa- 
tion of any unparliamentary utterance from 
him, though it may be somo: excuse for thom, 
Besides he should not forget what is due to him-

A good deil of discussion took place on 
concurrence in items reported forn) Committee 
of Supply. 

On item of $2,810,000 for the Pacific Rail- 
road. 

Mr. Ross (Mid Uesex) moved to add the 
following words to the resolution ‘‘ and while 
granting this sum this House desires to re- 
cord its views that the arrangements for the 
coustruction of tho Canadian Paciric Railway 
should be such as the resources of the coun- 
try will permit without increasing the exist- 
ing rate of taxation.” 

‘The motion was carried by 149 to 10. 

Mr. Trospson (Cariboo) said that neither 
Ministry nor Opposition cared one jot or tittle 
for fultillin, Their engagements, British 
Columbia did not wish to barden the country 
with taxation, but tliere were millions of acres 
of fertile land which millions of people would 
go in and settle with the railway. With the 
cast iron resolution just proposed there was 
but little hope for the Pacific. The canals 
did not appear to be looked upon as an in- 
cubus, but this Pacific Railway and British 
Columbia were loudly denounced as nuch. 
He never wished to see any flag but the 
British ensign floating over British Columbia, 
but if hon. gentlemen actod towards British 
Columbia as. both Ministry and Opposition 
had this evening done, he could tell them that 
such a result, much as it was to be deprecat- 
ed, would not be very far distant. 

Mx. LANGevin denied that the Conserva- 
tives had ever sought to recede from the 
pledges given to British Columbia. They 
were fully prepared to carry them out, What+ 
over the sMnistry might seek to do. The 
member for Cariboo should not complain of 
the resolution just passed, which only re-af- 
firmed more strongly the previo»sly expressed 
intentions of the Conservatives, He was 
assured that British Columbia woyld never 
ae down the British flag. They might grum- 
ble however. but it was the right of ail 
Englishmen to grumble. 

Mr. Bowe. said the motiou proposed by 
the member for Middiesex was a well con- 
ceived trap to catch gentlemen on the Oppo- 
sition benches. It was, however in effect the 
same resolution as was adopted in 1872—on 
motion of Sir George Cartior—and by two 
resolutions subsequently carried in this House. 
Why the moti n was to-night moved he could 
scarcely conceive, unless, as ho had said be- 
fore, it was to trap votes, He condemned 
the building of the Georgian Bay branch, as 
well as the subsidizing of othor branch roads, 
and said the country, the more they inyesti+ 
gated the matter, would approve the course 
of the late Government. 

Mr, Wurre (Hastings) said he thought 
British Columbia ought not to tall of separas 
tion. They received four dollars for every 
one they contributed, and would have the 
railway 48 soon as possible, 

The resolution as amended was carried. 

On the item of $500,000 for tho Pacific Rail- 
way survey and engineering, 

My, PLump moved in amendment, ‘That 
while concurring in this vote, this Houne do; 
sires to record its opinion that the country is 
pledged to the construction of the Pacitic Rail- 
Way in its agreement with British Columbia, 
and that it is in acvordanco with that agreo- 
ment, and with the public interest, that its 
construction should be proceeded with as rap- 
idly as the resources of the country will permit 
without adding to the burdens of taxation.” 

The amendment was ruled out of ordér as 
not being germane to theitem beforethe House. 

Mr. Pump then moved the same amend- 
ment, inserting the w ords ‘Tho work of sure 
veying be energetically prosecuted in order 
that the construction of the railway, &o,”" 

Mr. Macuenzix said that if this amendment 
meout anything, it meant a consure on the

THE KIXD oF STORMS THEY HAVK ON THE 
UNION} PACIFIC—¥IGITING THROVON 
DRUTS, 


(From the Iowa Staté Tourndl) 

Mr. C. F, Clarkson returned from his Cali- 
fornia trip recently, and relates some intorest- 
ing incidents of his returnover the mountains, 
He left San Francisco at eight o'clock on 
Wednesday, March ‘15, Tho telegraph had 
reported a fearful snow storm in the moun- 
tains, commencing on the 12th. Supposing 
thé road would be opened by the 15th Mr. C, 
started homeward, All along the Sacramen- 
to Valley everything was smiling. The cat- 
tle were luxuriating in the grass knee high, 
and the plains wore decked With flowers. At 
two p, m.; the train turned eastward to ns- 
cend the Nevada mountains, and by ten 
o'clock reached Blue Canyon, from which‘ to 
Truckee the snow was from four to twelvé 
feet deep, and in the gulches it'was in some 
pie ono hundred’ feet deep, Those who 

ave kept snow gauges on the Nevadas re- 
port a fall of 389 inches of snow during the 
enters 
mmense snow-ploughs, rated by loco- 
motives and hundveda of Chines, had epanal 
tho road over the Nevadas, and'the train was 
on time until it reached the town of Wells, 
on the Hnmboldt mountains, ‘There, they 
overtook the trains which had left San Frag- 
cisco for the four days previously. The road 
from Wells to Toano (thirty-six miles) was 
still blockaded, no-trains having passed over 
that section for four days. The: snow was 
any depth from four to filteen feet. As the 
wind was still blowing, to open the track 
with shovels was as futile as emptying the 
ocean dry with a spoon, Seventeen Jocomo- 
tives were assembled at the western endof 
the blockade, eight of which were put bebind 
an immense snow-plovgh. The five passenger 
trains were massed into three, and, thus ar- 
ranged,a charge was made on the obstruction. 
As such power was hard to resist, in throe 
hours the snow-plough was pushed through 
to Toano, and the caravan of trains reached 
Ugden only three hours behind time. But 
the successful trial demonstrates that trains 
can be pushed ‘through any blockade ever 
likely to impede any rowl The change 
coming down the mountains wasas great as 
that going up them. In the valley of Salt 
Lako farmers were ploughing and the atmos- 
phere was mild. 

Starting out again in a few hours the dee: 
snows wereencountered again on the Wasateh 
range, 80 deep that.at sume of the villages 
the combs of tlie roofs of some of the. houges 
could alone be seen, But thera was no ob- 
struction ; yet the cars crowding along be- 
tween snow banksas high asthe roofs was 
interesting to the passengers. 

On Satugday, the 18th, the traia encoun- 
tered a fearful snow-storm on the Rock 
Mountains, at Sherman, lasting until mid- 
night of Sunday.

TREATY OF WASHINGTON, 


Tho great desireamongst ourneighbors to 
the south is toappear “‘smart’-tooverreach 
other nations with whicly they onter into’ 
agreements, under which both parties expect 
to receive mutual benefits.

come, that tho 
States have bocome infected with it, and 
their very name is bocoming a by-word and 


United States, in the spirit, 
“Yetter, and the unfortunate parties of the 
7 second part, are left to comfort thomselves 
* as best they may, whilst the Yankeo nego- 
tiators chuckle over their ‘‘smartness” and 
aro applauded and admired by their sym- 
pathizing fellow-citizens. This statement. 
of facts may seem harsh, but it is un- 
doubtedly edrreet, so far as the experience 
of Great Britain and the people of Canada 
is concerned. A Montreal contemporary 
—the Witness—which journal has always 
boon friendly to the United States, is led 
by recent circumstances to say that, “ we 
“havo no hositation in saying that the role 
“of the United States from the Ashbur- 
‘ton Treaty to tho Treaty of Washington 
“has been worthy only of a nation of 

“ sharper.” 

In the Ashburton treaty, the British 
negotiators were|duped by a false map, 
whereby’ Great Britain lost the State of 
Maine, and under the Washington Treaty 
devices of the most unworthy kind have 
been resorted to, in order to deprive 

_ British” subjects of those rights which a 
fair interpretation of the articlos of that 
document would give them. On the moat 
flimsy pretences, the Washington Govern- 
ment hasrefusedtogive effect to the provis- 
ion of the treaty requiring the appointment 
of a Commission to determine what, if any, 
compensation shall be paid to Canada for 
the use of our fisheries by the United 


-» States. Itisnot denied that the vossela 


of that nationality have had the use and 
benefit of those fisheries, but as the amount 
payable to Canada would probably be 
_larger than thoy bargained for, our kind 
cousins refuse to appoint their member of 
tho Commission, which refusal they base 
On the merost technicality. Then they re- 
fuse to allow fist and fish oils from British 
Columbia toenter their markets, because that 
Provinces was not a portion of the Confed- 
eration at tho. time of the nogotiation of 
the treaty. Seal oil they also impose a 
+ duty upon, refusing to class it as fish oil, 
although whale oil is admitted as such. 
Whales and seals both being warm blooded 
animals, it requires the nicety of discrim- 
ination possessed by a “ smart” Yahkoo to 
define thodifferencebotweon those creatures, 
and he draws tho line at. seals, although 
commercially these latter are held as being 
products of the fisherios.”* Again,whilst 
Ptofossedly willing to ndmit canned fish, 
as in fact thoy are bound to do, they place 
auch adutyon the cans asto shut their 
contents out of the United States markets 
—* proceoding which, for dishonesty and 
» «mall meannoss it would be difficult to 
parallel in any othor country. Lastly, our 
neighbors have founda way of evading 
that article of the Treaty which socures to 
* Canadian vessels tho navigation of canals 
in the United States on equal terms with 
thowo of that nation. The correspondence 
on this sbjoct has been laid before Par- 
ment, from the summary of which, as hero 
presented, it will appear how this trick was 
performed :

Op the 4th December, Governor Dix writes to 
Mr, Fish, enclosing a letter from the Ganal Col- 
Jector at Whitehall and other papers, from which 
he deduces this statement : hat British 
subjects are allowed to nayizate the New York 
canals on terms of equality with citizens of the 
United States, and tha€ the Canadian authori- 
tics have been misinformed in regard to the ox- 
clusion of British or Canadian vessels from the 
Champlain canal at Whitehall.” 

On the Sth February the Privy Connell adopt

of equality with American vessels, it js recom- 
mended that her Majesty's Secretary of State 
for the Colonies be informed that the Canadian 
Government no longer continues to be of opinion 
that Canadian vessels are excluded from the 
canals of the State of New York, and will t: 
the necessary steps to promulgate officially th: 
important information, in order that Canadian 
canal-boat owners and forwarders may be onablod 
to.take advantago.of the privilege referred to,” 

Here the mattér appears to have rested until 


were that Canadian boata should be enabled to 
bring cargo from Canada through the canals and 
down the Hudson to New York. This was im- 
possible by reason of the above-mentioned prov 

sion of the law with regard to the first port of 
entry, and because neither by the Treaty of 
Washington nor by any other treaty had the 
navigation of the River Hudson been allowed to 
British or other foreign vessels.” This view was 
subsequently sustained by the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury, who communicated a long letferon the 
subject to Mr. Fish, which was transmitted on 
the 20th November to Lord Dufferin. 

Here the matter rested until the Sth inst. 
when the Privy Council, apparently provoked 
by the enquiry for papers, adopted a minute in 
reply. It takes up Secretary Bristow’s angu- 
ment, and calls attention to the fact that he had 
overlooked a provision of the Taw contained in 
an Act of Congress, passed on the 26th of Sep- 
tember, 1960, ‘nnd re-enacted and. cofsrmed fn 
the revised statutes of 1875, which authorizes 
the American Government to permit vessels 
laden with the products of Canada to load or un- 
load at any port or place within any collective 
district inthe United States, provided similar 
Ee ea are extended to vessels of the United 

tates in the Colonies, They therefore recom- 
end that Sir Edward Thornton be requested to 

Itheattention of the UnitedStates Government 
to this Act, and topreas npon that Government 
the making of such arrangements as will at once 
secure the same privileges to Canadian vessels 
in the United States canals as ore accorded to 
United States vessels in Canadian canals. 

A more palpable instance of national dis- 
honesty and duplicity than the facts above 
mentioned shows,has seldom or never boen 
witnessed before. History tells us of 
treaties shamelossly violatod ; of their 
being entirely disregarded and deliberately 
broken by one or both of the parties to 
them; but she docs not give many ox- 
amples of nations professedly living up to 
their obligations, whilst resorting to the 
smallest and most contemptible of dodges | 
to deprive the other parties of the rights 
which were theirson an honest and straight- 
forward interpretation of the agreements 
entered into between the high contracting 
parties. Tho Premierspoke truly when he 
said—and Sir John Macdonald endorsed 
his utterances—that “ the officials of the 
“ United States Treasury seemed to attach 
“ more importance to an act of their own 
“ Congress than to a solemn international 
“treaty ; that it soemed to Bo almost im- 
‘“ possible to procuro an enlightened en- 
‘* forcement of treaties with the Govern- 
‘ment of the United States, and that a 
“ disposition had boon manifested to give 
‘as little as possible (of the agreement) 
‘and obtain as much as they could.”

Railroads in 1875. 


From the New York Railroad Gazette we 
compile the following figures concerning 
new railroad construction in the United 
States in 1875. These figures include all 
new roads on which track was laid within 
the year, whether they were opened for 
traftic or not, and they take no account of 
second tracks, sidings, etc, The record, 
though incomplete in some particulars, is 
very nearly correct: In Maine 10 miles of 
road were built. In New Hampshire 154 
were constructed: Vermont built 32 miles. 
Massachusetts built 34 miles, Connecticut 
21 miles and New York 200 miles. Now 
Jersey constructed 724 miles, Pennsylvania 
118 and Delaware only 5 miles. Maryland 
built 17 miles, North Carolina 15, and 
Georgia only 4. Texas built 34} miles, 
Arkansas 38, and Ohio only 7. Michigan 
built 30 :niles, Indiana 1005, Illinois, 172 
and Wisconsin only 23; Lowa built 844 
miles, Missouri 27, Nebraska 22, Colorado 
113}, Utah 27, Novada 64, and California 
174} miles. ‘ 

New York takes the head of the list,Cali- 
fornia follows, and Illinois stands third, 
while Georgia stands at the foot of the class, 
next below Delaware. It will bo soon that 
the Western Territories built more largely, 
in’ proportion to their population, than any 
other part of the country, and this shows 
conclusively that in the Eastern and Middle 
States the era of railroad building is past 
from the simple fact that tho country is al 
ready supplied with transportation facilities. 
It is not probable that this year will witness 
even asimuch activity in this line as was 
displayed in 1875, at loast in tho States cast 
of tha Mississippi. It is hoped, however, 
that the Texas Pacific may be pushed across 
the continent before the report of . this 
year is mado up.—St. Louis Journal of 
Commerce,

Daily Hutelhigencer, 
DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


Sarunpay, April 8, 
Mr. Mackenzi# moved that tho Honse 
consider the following resolution ;—'‘That it 
is expedient to authorize the Governmennt to 
make a témporary disposition of the iron 
rails as they are *removed from the Govern- 
ment railways by loaning them to companies 
constructing railways which may be regarded 
as feedors to the Government lines, such 


the Government stores at ths junction of such 
lines when taken up,”"—Carried. 

On motion of Mr, Hourox the House went 
into Committee on the bill to incorporate the 
Atlantic and Pacific Fire and Marine Insur- 
ance Company. . 

Tho Bill passed through Committee, was 
reported, read a third time, and passed. 

Mr. Cantwricnt moved the House into 
Committee of Supply on the Supplementary 
Estimates, in doing which he explained the 
principal items, and submitted a statement of 
the receipts andexpenditure on account of the 
Consolidated Fund up to the Ist of April of 
the present year, ‘This was only the ordinary 
ten days statement, and would not cxactly 
corres 
to he beougte down hereafter. According to 
this statement the total receipts to date 
stated were $17,231,546, and the total ox- 
penditure $16,489,823, the latter amount in- 
cluding the sums paid for railways. Of 
course the revenue included a certain amount 
which had been anticipated, but he did not 
think this was as large as had been supposed. 

Mr, Kinkrarrick moved in amendment, 
seconded by Mr. Bowell, ‘That all the words 
after ‘that’ be strack out, and the following 
substituted :—‘That it appears from papers 
before this House that the Exentire Govern- 
ment, by an Order in Council passed on the 
18th February, 1875, while this House waa in 
session, recommended ‘the passage of ‘an Im- 
perial Act to remove doubts as to the right of 
the Parliament of the Dominion to legislate 
for the examination of witnesses Gpon oath, 
and that in compliance therewith the Im- 
perial Government passed an Act amending 
the British North America Act by crasing a 
section and substituting another to that ef- 
fect ; that, therefore, this Hopse is of the 
opinion that no change in the .British North 
America Act should be solicited for except 
in the usual way, by an address from the 
Parliament of Canada,’” 


In speaking.to his resolution, Mr. Kirkpa- 
trisk showed that an error of a somewhat 
similar nature had been committed by Sir 
John Macdonald's Government in 1871. At- 
tention was called to that fact in the House, 
and the Government of the day, led by Sir 
Georgo Cartier in the absence of the right 
hon. member for Kingston, who was out of 
the country, had to acknowledge that they 
wey wrong, and came down to the House 
andsasked it to pass an Address to her Ma- 
jesty asking for what had previously beech 
asked for by the Executive Committee. The 

entleman who brought this matter up in the 
es on that occasion was the present 
Minister of Justice, who placed on the Jour- 
nals of the House certain resolutions in which 
he affirmed the principle that legislation 
affecting this country should only be under- 
taken by the Imperial Government when 
sought for by the people of this country 
throngh their representatives. Another reso- 
lution was moved by Mr, Holton, seconded 
by Hon. Alexander Mackenzie, affirming that 
the House was of the opinion that no changes 
in the provisions of the British North Ameri- 
ca Act should be asked for by the Executive 
Committee without the previous assent of the 
Parliament of this Dominion. What words 
could he stronger than these? and this resolu- 
tion was unanimously agreed to, The 
Government said that they had erroneously 
assumed power, and they frankly acknow- 
ledged thelr mistake by voting for the above 
motion, He Troseed ed to denounce the 
manifest. inconsistency of the Government in 
forcible terms, 
Mr. Mackenzie said to tho general princi- 
ple enunciated py the hon, gentleman he, of 
coursé, gave his entire assent ; but the case 
cited, upon which proceedings were taken ina 
former Parliament, was entirely different from 
the present one, Inthis case Parliament 
had expressed its opinion inthe most deliberate 
manner possible by passing the previous Act. 
That was law so far as it could be law within 
sufficient authority. However, although Par- 
liament had in the most unanimous manner 
expressed its opinion, perhaps it would have 
been better even then to have brought the 
tesolutions down to the House before they 
Were sent to the Imperial Parliament. He 
admitted frankly that it was better to bring 
the question down to the House when any 
change in the constitution was desired, but if 
after thisstatement the hon. gontleman pressed 
the motion, the Government must treat it in 
the usual way respecting motions that were 
entirely uucalled for, 

Mr. Kimxratrick said after this statement 
that the Government were sorry for what 
they had done, and would not do so again, ho 
thought it would be very ungracious in him 
to press tho motion, especially as there was 
already on the Journals of the House aresolu- 
tion, the principle of which could not be mado 
stronger by the passage ofthis resolution. Ho 
wonld therefore withdiaw the motion. 

Mr. Bowext, the'seconder, said while he 
did not desire to put the question to a vote,he 
thought it well that Parliamentshould under- 
stand that when the Government attained 
power they were not oyeranxious in carryin, 
out atrictly the principles thoy had advotated 
when in opposition. 

Mr. Braxs oxplained that he was not taen 
in office, 

Mr, "Bows said thathe prosumed that 
having entered tho Cabinet tho Minister of 
Justice accepted the acts of hin colleaguds, 

Mr, Buaxz (ironically)—Hear, hear, 

Mr, Bowett—Well, if the hon, gentloman 
liked to take this position, perhaps he would 
vote for the motion. ‘The Firat Minister anid 
that tho Imperial Parliament only mado law 
that which was law in fact before, but the Im- 
perial Parliament passed that which was ultra 
vires in its charactor, and consequently not 
law, and not being law the Canadian Parlia- 
font asked the Imperial Parliament to logis.

Mr. Mackenzin—No, no.

Mr. Kinkrarrick said he did not com- 
pain of the amount of money taken for the 
library, but that the Commissioners for the 
internal economy of the House were not ex- 
pending the money entrusted to them as 
carefully as they should. ‘ 

Mr. Cantwrigut said he found by the 
estimate that the Commissioners were éndea- 
voring to reduce the amount for extra assis- 
tance, 

Mr. Bowett thought it time that the 
House took the matter in its own hands, and 
he suggested that acommittee be appointed 
thereon. Not only, were there too many 
officials, but they were too highly paid in 
many instances, It was said that some clerks 
drawing a pound a day did nothing. 

Mr. Cameron (Cardwell) said this state- 
ment should be met with some explanation. 


Mr, Speaker said he was not aware of an 
clerks receiving pay which theydid not rare 
for. There was virtually no increase upon 
the number of former years. Every effort 
had been made to decrease the expenditure, 
although it might be that there werea few 
extra laren more than was absolutely neces- 
sary. But now at the close of the seasion all 
the men had to work hard and late, He 
would be delighted were he relieved of part 
of the responsibility attached to this mat- 
ter. 

Mr, Bowett said the rules of the House 
provided for this difficulty.

Voting on the By-law granting a bonus 
of $30,000 to the Belleville and North 
Hastings Railway, took place in the County 
of Hastings yesterday, and although full 
returns have not as yot been received, the 
passago of the By-law by a majority of from 
800 to 1,000 yotes is assured. Tho vote in

In the report of the Minister of Justice, 
recently presented to Parliament, are full 
détails concerning the Penitontiarios of 
Kingston, St, Vincont do Paul, St. John, 
Halifax, Manitobaffalao Rookwood 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum and the convicts 
in British Columbia.

Mr. Moylan, the Inspector, in his report 
“to the Department, atates that the gross 
cost for maintaining the Penitentiaries in 
18706°was 8191,823.16, and in the same 
period the earnings of the convicts amount- 
ed to $100, 6, or $127.17 per head on 
tho average number of 795. The het cost 
of the Penitentiaries, after deducting; tho 
value of the convicts’ labor, amounted to 
$90,323.85, or $113.61 por hond, 

The Kingston Penitentiary or tho 31st 
Decembor last contained 572 males and 2L 
fomales, or a total of 5693 convicts. During 
the year there were only three escapes; wand 
35more convicts were received from Ontario 
than during the previous year. The 
fayerage number of convicts during the 
year was 610. Tho average valuo of the 
labor performed by each conyict was $146,- 
69, and the average oest of maintenance 
per head was $168.87, so that the cost to 
the country for each convict was $22.18, 
As compared with convict prisons in Eng-

land and the United States, these figures 
are favorable, In English prisons the 
average cost of cach convict was $167.- 
10 ; in Auburn State Prison, $194.9. 
‘Illinois State Penitentiary, $160.70, and in 
Massachusetts State Prison $178.80. In 
the Central Prison at Toronto, the cost of 
each prisoner was $172.90 per annum, or 
$4.03 higher than the cost of maintenance 
in the Kingston Penitentiary. Other de- 
tails are “given, which show that the In- 
stitution is well and carefully managed by 
Warden Creighton. 

Rockwood Asylum, contained, on Dec. 
Slst, 378 patients, of whom 207 were males 
and 171 females, Their average cost per 
head per annum was $118, which places 
Rockwood if the proud position of being 
the most economically managed institution 
of the kind on the continent. 

St. Vincent de Paul Penitentiary pre- 
sents a marked contrast to the two above 
Institutions, the health of the Warden hay- 
ing been so poor for two or three years that 
its administration had become demoralized. 
A new Warden was appointed in December 
last, and an improvement is noted since 
that time. This institution contains accom- 
modation for only 120 conyicts, but tho 
average ‘number confined within its walls 
during the year ending "June 30th, 1875, 
was 143, The expenditure during 1875 
was $57,443.86, or an average for each per- 
“son of $386.12, The receipts from all sour- 
cos only amounted to $913, 12,

It isa regular 
topic of discussion by the newspapors ; it 
has formed a staple of debate in the Dom- 
inion Parliament ; and itis the subject of 
conversation in business circles. For the 
present, the attempt to raise duties toa 
protective standard has heen defeated by 
tlio mimisterial party ; but this rebuff from 
the government has nét changed the con- 
victions of the people, nor abated their de- 
termination to secure such a change inthe 
revenue system as thoy believe will be con- 
ducive tothe development of their home 
resources, and déliver them permanently 
from the destructive influences of foreign

David A. Wells—the confidential agent 
of the Cobden Club in the United States— 
has written a letter to the chairman of the 
special comimitteo appointed to investigate 
the causo of the prevalent depression. He 
warns the Canadians against imitating the 
example of this country, and attributes the 
industrial embarrassment from Mea we 
are suffering to our systerb Cof ptotéctive 
duties. But he oisaribie halata point out 
the line of connection between his pretended 
cause and his pretened effect. We have 
nothing but a string of dogmatic assertions, 
followed by a8tringlof dogmatic conclusions. , 
If he had extended™the range of his in- 
quiries, he would have discovered that his 
mode of reasoning ended in contradictory 
deductions, .Along with a protective policy 
in, the United States, we have depression of 
imdnstry ; batin France, along with a pro- 
tective policy, they have remarkable pros- 
perity of industry. Why does not the 
cause which produces depression in this 
country bring about the same result in 
Fiance? Wherefore is it that an identical 
cause is followed by eppasts results, Next, 
if we turn to England, we find a free-trade 
policy—a policy which Mr. Wells lauds as 
the protection of a revenue system—yet 
there the depression of industry is even 
more severe than it is in'the United States.

It is plainj therefore, that 
he has wholly failed to trace the relation 
between cause and effect, and that he is 
dealing merely in unfounded allegations, 
We encounter thy same lack of logical.

about isolated facts. For example, he says 
that one man now will accomplish, with the 
aid of machinery, in the manufacture of 
boot#and shoe’, as much Work as three men 
could in 1860; and yet we do. not export 
neatly so many pairs of boots and shoes 
now. aa we did thon.» This loss. of- export 
power he arbitrarily charges*upon our pro- 
tective tariff’; still it is'certain® that protec- 
tion cannot be responsible, for, in fiscal year 
1868 tho firstyafter the duty onthe import 
of boots and shoes was raised to 35 per cent. 
ad valorem, onto what it is: at present, we 
exported a large quantity of boots and shoes 
than we ever have in any single year of our 
national existence. “That result certainly 
does not correspond with the actionof the 
principle laid down. Mr. Wells has alto- 
gether left out of view the explanatory fact, 
that the labor-saving machinery of which 
he speaks has been pirated by various fore* 
ign countries, where labor is cheaper, cap- 
ital at a lower rate of interest, re the roy- 
alty on the use of the patents is not an cle- 
ment of cost in production. With our 
stolen inventions, those fordign countries, 
coupled with their other advantages, can 
outrival us in the manufacture of boots and 
shoes. Had the labor-saving machinery 
beon in voguo under the free traders’ tar- 
iffs of 1846 and1857, the same consequence 
would have befallen as has under our pro- 
tective policy. How, then, can our tariff 
system be justly or properly held respons- 
ible for the specified loss of export poWor } 
Mr, ‘Wells neglects ‘to cite other impor- 
tant circumstances which are at war with 
his theory. He omits to state that, since 
1870, our exports of leather—the raw 
material Of boots and shoes—have exhibit. 
ed an extraordinary incfoiso, raising from 
a valuo of $111,077 in 1870 to a valuo of 
$6,500,626 in 1875, with the probability of 
a still larger valuoin 1876, tho export for 
Januhry last having amounted to $1,028, - 
261; a8 agninst $648,085 for January, 1875, 
How is this very rapid growth of export 
power, as regards leather, to be reconciled 
with thio loss of ©xport power, ax regards 
boots’ and shoed, if we aro to opt as 
correct the rule of affects of protective 
duties laid down by Mr, Wells 1.

Dechne of British Free Trade. 


| (Prom the Chicago Journal of Commerge.) 

When England began to agitate in fayor 
of removing the fetters from commerce, as 
her propagandists phrased her newly pro- 

jose policy, her manufacturing industry 
Bad been developed and established by a 
system of pretection the most rigid, the 
most unwavering, the most comprehensive 
the world had ever seen—a system con- 
tinued in operation with cumulative force 
for a consecutive period of some five hun- 
dred years, beginning 1n the reign of Ed- 
ward III. During that long stretch of 
time, she was unwearied in devising 
measures caloulated to serve her purposes 
of industrial ascendency, Chief among the 
plans adopted were these ;— 

I, To facilitate the importation of raw 
materials, for the employment of her arti- 
sans and manufacturers, 

II. To discourage, or wholly prohibit 
the exportation of raw materials, 

Ill, To eXport her manufactures in the 
lige possible. 

1V. To secure her ewn manufactures 
from the ruinous effects of foreign compe- 
tition. 

V. To prohibit the emigration of skilled 
workmen and the exportation of machin- 
ery. » 
To accomplish these purposes, she stead- 
ily employed the powerful means of— 

1. Bounties on, or encouragement to, 
the establishment of new manufactures. 

2. Absolute prohibition, or such heavy 
duties as nearly amounted to prohibition, 
on the importation of such arti¢les as in- 
terfered with her own manufactures, 

3. Drawbacks, on exportation, of the 
whole or chief part of the excise paid on 
the various articles, or on the raw materials 
of which they were compgsed. 

4, All the astute devices of consular act 
tion and of diplomatic manipulation, 
brought to bear uppn foreign - governments 
to induce them to make valuable concess- 
ions to British trade ; and the negotiation 
of commercial treaties guaranteeing the ad- 
mission of British goods at low rates of 
duty. 

5. Control of the seas—the great 
commercial highways of nations—and the 
establishment of vast mercantile tonnage, 
whose prows should enter every harbor, 
whose sails should whiten every ocean, 
whose hulls should be freighted with the 
produce of every land. 

6. To establish in all countries the anx- 
iliaries of trade, such as branch houses, 
agencies, depots of merchandise, banking 
facilities, and tho like, including a wide 
range of adaptablo instrumentalities, 

By these means, so profusely, mid some- 
times unscrupulously, employed, England, 
after the lapse of centuries, became the 
country where the raw materials of the 
world converged,and whence they diverged, 
in the shape of tinished products, to every 
part of the globe. But the time arrived 
when other nations began to pattern after 
her brilliant example ; and when govern- 
ments, experienced in the bitter fruits of 
commercial treaties and low duties on im- 
ports, began to turn a deaf ear to the solici- 
tations and adroit arguments of British 
diplomats. Under this resistant policy, 
other countries commenced to manufacture 
for themselves, and England foresaw that 
the days of her supremacy as a manufactur- 
ing nation were numbered, unless she could 
change the movement of popular opinion 
abroad, Then it was, when she was foiled 
in a continuation of all her former plans for 
sectring ascendancy, that she resolved upon 
the bold stroke of setting the example of 
unfettering commerce, as she called her new 
policy. To this extreme step she resorted, 
however, only alter the complete and signal 
failure of all her other schemes and devices ; 
but even then with that wily consultation 
of her own interests which had always 
been a distinguishing characteristic of hor 
measures, 

She began by rapidly opening her ports 
to the free admission of breadstuffs. Grain 
comprised a considerable part of the exports 
of many of the countries with which she 
traded; consequently, on superficial views, 
the repeal of tne corn laws appeared to be 
both a radical step in the direciion of free 
trade anda liberal concession to grain-grow- 
ing countries. These appearances, however, 
were all on the surface. The real object 
was to give cheap food tothe English labor- 
ers, and thus to open the Way fora reduc- 
tion of wages and diminished cost in produc- 
tion, by these means adding to the strength 
of British competition, 

By one cautious step after another, Par- 
liament extended the free list, until the old 
fabric of protective duties crumbled away. 
But absolute free trade was no part of her 
scheme even then. For a system of protec- 
tion she merely substituted a system of 
revenue—her tariff descended from the for- 
mer object to the latter; that was all. 
Still, as in the previous five centuries, her 
policy held the underlying principle of pro- 
tection to British manufactures. Only the 
form of protection had beon changed, not 
its purpose. Her new attitude was saying, 
so to speak, to her commercial antago- 
nists, that sho, a burly, gigantic, trained 
athlete, waa willing to have it out fisticuffs 
with all comers. isarmed of their tariffs, 
she could vanquish them all. 

For fifteen yoars England kopt up the 
skapo of a free-trade policy, in tho hope 
that other nations would follow hor 
example. Instead of that, they clung 
more closely to the system sho had aban 
doned. At length in 1860, she succeeded 


| in negotiating the Cobden-Chevalier treaty 


of commerce with Franco—a treaty whic 
accorded the oyster-shells to England, and 
tho oyster to France. Such it turned out 
to be in practice. Yot its indirect in- 
fluences in promoting British trade amply 
repaid tho loss, By the adroitnoss of 
diplomatic manipulation, other govern- 
ments were deceived into making com- 


pattern of the Erench treaty, yot so cun- 
ningly devised as to Rive tho oyster to 
England and tho oyster-shells to the treaty 
countries. Between fifty and sixty of 
those treaties, so advantageous to the trado 
of England, were negotiated with various 
governments in Europe. Under them tho

Arithmotic dependod altogether on the thor- 
oughness with which these rulos wero taught. 
Ho said the threo objects aimed at should bo | 
corréctness, noatnéss, and quickuess.» He also | 
nod the use of text-book at first, and 
if used afterwards, that they should be used 
with discretion. ‘Ihe aim of the Teacher 
should be to fit the pupils for the duties of,| 
aftor life, and to do this successfully tho | 
Teacher should be the text-book ; the schol- 
ars should have plenty of practical questions ; 
they should be required to explain these ques- 
tions themselves, and thus having a proper un- 
derstanding of what they are .doipg, Arith. 
metic would be a very agreeable and pleasant 
study. He objected to the practice of requir- 
ing the pupil to learn the rule from the book, 
but said that they should understand the prin- 
ciples first, and thon they would be able to 
deduce their own yule from these principles, 
Mr, Johnston continued with this subject 
till after 12 o'clock, when the Convention ad 
journed for dinner, to meet again at half-past 
one, when he proceeded to show his method 
of teaching Object Leasons, He said in intro- 
duction that there is no lack of objects for 
this kind of instruction.

Mr. Johnston then took up the subject of 
reading to beginners, from the tablets, He 
said that reading is only cultivated talking. 
He referred to the commendable features of 
the ‘Look and Say” method, pointing out 
the errors of the old method, exploding the 
old idea that it was necessary the child should 
know all hia ‘* A B C’s” the first thing, then 
proceed to spelling, then to reading, thus re- 
versing the natural order. He urged the im- 
portance of the child reading with proper em- 
phasis and éxpression from the very first, 
and this can only be acquired froin imitation ; 
hence the importance of the teacher being a 
good reader, He also laid great importance 
on the child, either in primary or more ad- 
vanced reading, having « proper understand- 
ing of the passago advised, and that teachers 
question their classes to sce if they undor- 
stand thomselves, 


Tn connection with reading, Mr. Johnston 
gave some useful hints on spolling, dictation, 
meanings of words, in connection with the 
contexts and recitations, 


Mr, Johnston then proceeded to take up 
the subject of grammar to a primary cles. 
In this subject, also, he advised the discard- 
ing of books altogethor at first. A great 
man once said, ‘* Grammar was the first sub- 
ject commenced and last ended,” but this 
arose from the improper mode of teaching it. 
By making free use of the black-board, and 
teaching in the proper manner, giammar,con- 
sidered by those never properly taught an 
abstruse and dull subject, can be made the 
most delightful and profitable of any of the 
English branches, Ho thon proceeded to 
show his method of teaching beginners and 
advanced classes in a masterly manner. He 
continued till nearly 5 o'clock, and from the 
manner in which he discussed and elucidated 
tho methods of teaching the different subjects 
he not only showed himself to be a lively and 
energetic teacher, but a thorough and practi- 
cal educator. 

Mr, Johnston's efforts in this direction can- 
not be too highly estimated. Until he got 
chargo of the schools, it was impossiblo to got 
a convention started in this county, The In- 
stitute in Bellovillo was establishet shortly 
after he camo inty office, and has continued 
ever since to hold regular meetings, and has 
beon the means of establishing a uniformity 
of system of teaching, and has also, in a par- 
ticular manner, been a source of great advan- 
tage and improvement to our young teichors. 
Through Mr. Johnston's untiring zeal in con- 
nection with his duties as Inspector, and tho 
workings of those conventions, he has suo- 
cooded in elevating the standard of tho 
schools of South Hastings, to a point second 
to nono in the Province. It must be gratify. 
ing to the Inspector to know that his labors 
are valned by the teachers as a body, ay well 
As highly appreciated by an, intelligent pub- 
io, 


At the close, the teachors tendered to Mr, 
Johnston a hearty voto of thanks for the 
benefits resulting from tho meeting. 

He replied in appropriate terms, thanking 
the teachers for their attendance, and assur 
ing them that anything that lay in his power, 
that he could do to help or benotit the teach- 
er in his noblo work, was to him a groat 
source of pleasure,

THE SESSION. 


The third scasion of the third Parlia- 
ment of Canada, which has just closed, 
will be memorable for its barrenness of 
important legislation, if for nothing else. 
Littlo was promised in the Ministerial pro- 
gramme presented at the opening of the 
House, and still less was accomplished. 
The fow Government moasures passed are 
remarkable for their meagreness, and ono 
‘of the most important of those which gar- 
nished the Ministerial bill of fate was 
withdrawn, namely, the Common Carriers’ 
Act, Of legislation initiated by private 
mombors there has boon less than the usual 
quantity, the Government having, in order 
to shorten the session, appropriated a great 
sharo of the time which is usually accorded 
to members for the consideration of meas- 
ures introduced by them. Having, as we 
havo soon, but few measures of their own 
to propose, our rulers, anxious to escape 
further conflict with the Opposition, liter- 
ally ran away from the fiold of baftle and 
brought the session to a premature end, as 
their only means of escape. 

If the session has bedn less than ordi- 
narily fruitful of legislation, it has boen 
more than usually prolific of debate. The 
Opposition have been ablo, eloquont and 
vigilant, seldom making « false attack, and 
asaailing tho Ministerial strong-hold with 
such excellent generalship that, though 
‘the beasts at Ephesus” were numerically 
too powerful for their assailants, the way 
was opened for future operations in which 
thoir atrongth will be turned into weakness. 
The Opposition shows a gain of about 
twenty votes on a division sinco last 
session, and their exposure of the corrup- 
tion and false pretences haa beon so offect- 
ive that the country but wants the oppor- 
tunity to pronounce a verdict against the 
gentlemen who at present hold office. 
True, thoy still present a bold front, but 
their following is fast becoming disorgan- 
ized, and though the Premier will no 
doubt during the recess endeavor to further 
patch up and popularize his administration, 
it is safe to predict that Ne will not succeed 
in repairing {the breaches which this year 
have been made in his defence. 

Sir John Macdonald has handled his 
forces admirably, displaying the tact, skill 
and debating power for which he has long 
been famous. Neyer factious, never 
otherwise than gentlemanly in demeanor, 
he assailed only what was objectionablo, 
supporting and assisting his opponents 
in moulding into the most desirable 
shape, such legislation as he conceived was 
for the™benefit of the eountry, no matter 
whencé it emanated. He has accurately 
gauged public sentiment, and in the 
assurance of coming victory he exclaimed, 
in the course of a recont speech at the 
Rideau Club, “Talleyrand used to say— 
‘Time and I against any two men'—so 
would I say—Time and I will win this 
race, unless time should part company, 
and I should be called into eternity.” 

That Sir John has been ably aided there 
cannot be a doubt. His Lieutenants have 
followed his patriotic oxample, and have 
in fact discharged the heayiost portion of 
the functions pertaining to the Left. Their 
industry has been great, and the service 
which they have rendered to the country 
and to their party has been marked, and 
will not in the future be unappreciated. 


In the Senate, also, the Opposition was 
ably lod, and several of its mombers proved 
excellent debaters. The inferiority of the 
Government members of this House was 
plainly apparent, and their influerice was 
correspondingly weak. 

The scasion has been ended, and 
wo leave to others with more space 
at their command to particularize its 
more prominent features, but the les- 
sons which it teaches will not be loat 
upon the people ; and the facts that the 
Government attained power under false 
protences, and is as deficient in honesty os 
in ability, will stand out more prominently 
than ever bofore.

THIRD SESSION “THIRD PARUIAMEAT. 


Orrawa, April 12. 

The Speaker took the chair at 12:15 
o'clock.

welfare of their Indian fellow-countrymon. It 
is interesting to know that many of ita pro- 
visions are suggested by the Indian Councils 
of older Provinces. It is myintention durin 
the rovess to make « treaty arrangement wit! 
tho Indian tribes in the Western Saskatchew. 
an country forthe extinguishment of their 
title and thereby to open another large tract 
of fertilo territory for sottlement and cultiva- 
tion. The formation of the new district of 
Keewatin, in the eastern part of the North-west 
country, and the progress made in opening up 
railway and telegraphic communications to the 
interior, will, with the improvements effected 
in our land system, further prepare the way 
for the rapid settlement of those vast regions, 
and will, atno distant day, materially con- 
tribute to tho trade and oxtend the prestige 
of the Dominion. I am glad to be able to say 
that we have now over 700 miles of telegraph 
in operation west of the Red River. Tho 
amendments made to the law relating to clec- 
tions for the House of Commons will, I trust, 
have the result of obtaining an unbiased ox- 
preasion of opinion of the electors in selecting 
their representatives. The measures you have 
passed is the purpose of securing a careful

DEATH OF THOS, SOATOHERD, 
BSQ, M, P 


Wo deeply regret to learn of the death 
of Tos. Scarcurrp, Esq., M. P. for 
North Middlesex, which sad event took 
place at the Russell House, Ottawa, on 
Saturday, April 1th, at 3 o'clock in the 
morning. Mr, Scatcherd had been attend- 
ing to his parliamentary duties until about 
a fortnight before his death, when ho was 
taken ill with a low fover, from which he 
nover rallied. The deceased was the eldest 
son of the late Joun Scaronenn, of York- 
shire, England, who emigrated to this 
country in 1821, and who also diod while 
attending to his parliamentary duties in 
Toronto in 1858, In 1861, the deceased 
was olected for Middlesox, the constituency 
formorly represented by his father, for 
“which constituency he continued to sit 
until the county was divided ; when ho 
was elected in 1867, by 8 majority of somo 
800; and in 1872 and '74 by acclamation. 
Ho wes a Liberal in politics, but frequent- 
ly spoke and voted against his party, when 
he thought them in the wrong. His re- 
mains were forwarded by Railway to 
London, having been escorted from the 
« Russell House to the railway station by 
the mombers of the Cabinet, and a number 
‘of the deceased gentloman's friends, The 
pall-bearers were the Premier, Hon, Mr.

BY-LAWS. 

On motion of Mr. J. H. Hambly, the rules 
were suspended to allow of the passage of the 
Street Railway By-law, and that for the’re- 
naming the Streets. =" e 

Phe By-laws having boon read a first timo, 
Council went into Committee on them; Mr 
Beatty in the chair. 

The Street Railway By-law was then pr 
ceeded with, and adopted without dissent. 

The By-law for re-naming the Streets pro- 
vides that no person opening a Street shall 
name it without the consent of the Council, 
under a ponalty of not less than $10 nor more 
than $20; also for re-naming a large number 
of the Streets, No amendment was offered. 

Committee rose and reported the above By- 
laws, which were road a third time, passed, 
and numbered.

been in progress for the purposo of bring- 
ing the matter toandasuo before the trial 
}in the" circuit “court for Poorls county. 
| About two wooks ayo.two gentlemen ar- 
rived in the city and stopped at the Mer- | 
| chants’ hotel. “One of thom was named 
| Diamond, and was ~ Bellovillo lawyer. 
| Tho othor was riamed Fuller, and was a 
Bellovillo merchant, Godfrey had for a 
| time occupied one of Foller’s stores at 
Belloville and had transferred goods to 
him. They rémained hére n few days, 
during which time thoy visitod Godfrey at 
tho jail, and had a quarrel with Sheriff 
Hitchcock, 

~ On Monday last two moro Bellovilleites 
arrived in the city. One was Edward 
Brooks, a merchant,the othor, was John J: 
B. Flint, an attorney. Tho .noxt day two 
more residents of Bolloville made their ap- 
pearance. Those were A. G. Northrup,clerk 
of the Court of Hastings County, Ontario, 
and Morgan Jollett, a Belleyille attorney. 
To understand the relation of these parties 
to each other it is nocossary to premise that 
Mr. Taylor,tho sheriff of Hasting’ county, 
at tho inatance of Godfroy’s) creditors had 
attached goods in the possession of Brooks, 
The latter claims that tho transfer was 
bona fide fora consideration, It was beliey- 
od by the creditors that this transfer was 
fraudulent, Brooks thon sued the Sheriff 
to recover the value of the peavecty, attach- 
ed. ‘This suit is now pending in court at 
Belleville. Mr, Jellett represents tho 
sheriff, and Mr. Flint is attorney for 
Brooks. Mr, Northrup came here as a 
commissioner to take the deposition of 
Godfrey in that case. 

Negotiations for that purpose had been 
in progress previous to the arrival of these 
gentlemen. Mr. Thomas Cratty, as attor- 
ney for thesMontroal ereditors, acted for 
the sheriff. Mr. N, E. Worthington, as 
tho attorney for Godfrey, acted for his 
client. Finally there was a tacit agreement 
between the attorneys on either sido, that 
Lif Godfrey would tell the truth, the wholo 
truth and nothing byt the truth, ho would 
ibe discharged from custody, and the pro- 
ceedings against him would be dismissed. 

For the purpose of taking, Godfrey's de- 

ition, Mas Northrup, Jellett, Flint, 
Biss kas €ratty and Worthington assembled 
in tho sheriff's waiting-room at the jail 
yosterday morning, at 11 o'clock. The 
prisoner was brought down and took a 
seat, Ho was looking well and cheerful. 
Mr. Jellott then expressed his readiness to 
‘proceed with the deposition. Upon the 
advice of Mr. Worthington, Godfrey de- 
clined to say anything wotil he had been 
promised a discharge. This Mr, Jellett de- 
clined to do for two reasons ; First, be- 
cause, a discharge being promised, it would 
have to be given, however the witness 
might testify, Second, because tho court 
would refuse to admit the deposition in 
evidence on the ground that the witness 
had been offered an inducement. hus 
the proceedings were left in statu quo, and 
ithe gentlemen retired.

FACTION FIGHT IN LIMERICK. 


The Butt Party Attacked by 
Nationalists. 


THE ROW UNDER THE SHADE OF O'CONNELL, 


Over One Hundred Wounded. 


FAILURE OF THE HOME’ RULE 
DEMONSTRATION. 


Lonpon, April 47. 
A desperate fight took place in the streets 
Limerick to-day. Messrs. Butt andj 
O'Shaughnessy, members of Parliament for 
the city, had announced their intention of 
addressing the people from the base of 
O'Connell’s monument. A _ procession 
numbering some thousands consequently 
marched to the place. A body of nation- 
alists, armed with sticks, who had pre- 
viously taken possession of the monument, 
attacked the procession. The nationalists 
were overpowered afters fight in which

Lonpox, April18.—The Standard’s cor- 
respondent at Limerick says:—''The Home 
Rulers’ procession numbered 4,000 and 
consisted of the trade guilds, with bands 
and Kanners. Messrs. Butt, O'Shaughnes- 
sy, and O'Sullivan occupied a carriage in 
the line, The Nationalists were only a fow 
yndred in number, but they were well 
armed with stones, bludgeons, and knives, 
and had evidently drilled for the fight. 
The Nationalists on the first onset smashed 
e musical instruments and destroyed the 


were at last driven into a public house, 
which was completely wrecked. The cause 
of the riot was the discontent of the 
Nationalists, who forma remnant of the 
Fonian party, at what they declare to be 
tho utter neglect of the Home Rule» ques- 
tion by the so callel Home Rule leaders 
during the present session of Parliament. 
The intended demonstration in favor of 
Dr. Butt wasa failure. The crowds which 
were expected from the country did not 
come in ; the speech could not be heard, 
as the Nationalists renewed the disturbance. 
More fighting was feared during the night, 
and there was considerable alarm, as they 
(the Nationalists) were known to have re- 
volvers. Tho police consequently patrolled 
the streets. At ten o'clock p, m. some 
arrests wero made, It is thought that oyor 
one hundred persons were wounded in the 
jot, of whom forty are seriously, and six, 
it is feared, fatally injured.

~The Credulity of Infidelity. S 


It is a remark of Pascal, one of the inmost 
subtleand discriminating minds, that nothing 
is more credulous than infidelity, This 
seems to bea paradox, but its truth is 
frequently proved by actual examples, One 
has recently come to our notice in the case 
of Robert Dale Owen. This, in somo ros- 
ects, well-meaning man was a disbeticver 
in divine revelation, and yet became tho 
dupe of an imptdent and unblushing pre- 
tender to supernatural power. He did not 


think the miracles of the Bible to be sup- 
ported by sufticient evidenco, yet placed 
credit in the impostures of the Holmes 


mediums. ‘That he might not miss any of 
the revelations, he went to Philadelphia to 
reside, and pinned his faith on a future im- 
mortality not upon the words of Jesus 
Christ but of Katie King. When this yro- 
man confessed that sho had conspired with 
others to impose upon him and others like- 
minded with him, and that she was no 
spirit, but a woman with flesh and bones 
like other mortals, Owen was so overcome 
with the disclosure that his reason reeled 
and he became insane, ; ' 
Looking at the facts in this case, it is 
easy to seo that the sceptic is more credu- 
lous than the Christian. Owen believed 
what the great majority-disbelieved. This 
1s one mark of credulity. - The little coterie 
in Philadelphia who trusted Katie King's 
assortion,s were a handful compared with 
the great multitude of Philadelphians who 
put no faith in her revelations. The 
masses of Philadelphia believed the bibli- 
cal miracles and rejected those of spiritual- 
ism. Owen mado by his choice between 
the supernaturalisin of infidelity and that 
of Christianity, and in accepting the former 
went with the credulous minority rather 
than with the believing majority. When 
our Lord wrought miracles in Jerusalem 
he carried the majority with him. The 
believers,in this instance, were not a hand- 
full, but the wholecity ina mass. Only ¢ 
small coterte—thé Phariaces and tho rulers 
who hated Him and His doctrine—en- 
deayored to stem the tide that was.coming 
in by suggesting that He cast out devils 
by Beelzebub the prince of the devil. Even 
they did notdispute the fact of the miracles. 
In reference to the greatest of the miracles 
—the resurrection of Lazarus—Tho Phari- 
secs were compelled to give up the contest! 
in despair, saying, ‘Perceive yo. how ye 
prevail nothing ? beliold the, world is gone 
after Him.” 
Again, in making such a choice,Owon se- 
lected that species of supernaturalism whieh 
had been tried at“ best only a féw weeks, 
and rejected that species which had been 
tried for nineteen centuries, Katie King 
had been seon in the twilight and in the 
dark bya small number. The Christian 
revelation had been the study in broad day 
of a multitude whom no man can number, 
| The sceptical supernaturalisin morcovor had | 
| Preduged no beneficial result. It never | 
built a hospital or a college; it never ro- | 
modelled’a human charucter; it never con- 
structed any respectable form of human so- | 
ciety. Tho bibical supernaturaliam, beyond 
all disputo,shas made the world better. | 
Yet Owen, tho Philanthropist, who really 
desired to promote the physical well-being 
of men, chose the former an¢ od tho 
latter. If this is not credulity of the ex- 
treme typo, tell us what is, , 
Faith in the biblical miracle is more easy 
and natural than faith in the human super- 
naturalism, or spiritualism, as it is called. | 
That a being like Jesus Christ, so purg, 807 
holy, so elevatda in «His spirit, so benig- | 
nant in His feelings, and so beneficent in 
His actions, should work a miracle is high+ 
ly probable. The miracle seoms natural to 
Him. Wo should be surprised if He nover 
by any act or word should show that He 
was connected with a highor world than 
this. But that Mahomet, for example, « 
man so cruel and bloody in war, and wo | 
lustful in life, should have supernatural 
power over matter and physical life, is ut- 
terly improbable. It is unnatural to sup- 
pono that wickodness should have almighty 
power, 
Thoro is still anothor reason why faith in 
the human supernaturalism is more cre- 
dulity. That there should be supernatural 
Portas exorcised in Philadelphia, in 1874, 
by & circle of mon and women, is altogothor 
improbable, because there has been no pro- 
paration for it. There have been no ante- 
cedents like prophecy and preparatory 
miracles, It isnot a part of a system. It 
in inolated.

Pacific Railway Contracts. 


A return has been printed showing the 
amount the Government of Canada have 
agreod to pay, or haye already paid, on ac- 
count of Pacific Railway contracts. The 
total amount expended in surveys is $2,- 
286,907.54, of which $1,276,892.16 was 
East of the Rocky Mountains, and $1,010,- 
015.54 in British Columbia.

The Fenians, though apparently quiet 
aro by no means slooping- On the contrary

jand wide awake to any opportunity by | 
which they can harrass or annoy the enemy 
| of their native land, Tho last convention 
of thy Brotherhood, held in this city recent- 
ly, woe one of tho most important since the 
Conception of the order, The delegates 
were unanimous in Clears that there waa 
no earthly use in trying to conceal arms in 
Iroland any more, for whether buried in 
the hill-side or deop in the valley, British 
spioa slyays discovered thom and thoy were 
confiscated. Thoro was, hewover, moro 
than one schomo which could be resorted to, 
which to @ great extent Would obviate the 
necessity of arms, oxcopt in a goneral con- 
flict. One or all of those schomes could 
and would most assuradly be resorted to, 
and the world before very long would soo 
British ironolads and men-of-war of every 
description blown to atoms without | 
a moment's warning, while fortresses | 
and garrisons would bo ruduced to 
ashes by, as it werv, an invisiblo hand, 
England, in dealing with captured Fenians, 
was nn severe, nud no kind of 
retaliation, it vas held, could ever bring 
back atonement for the suffering of tho 
Irish under British tyranny.

Evorything is done so secretly that it is 
with tho greatest possible difficnlty any in- 
formation can be obtained. A reporter 
called on Mr. O'Donovan Rossa, and found 
him reading anumber of letters just re- 
ceived from members of tho brotherhood 
from all parts of the United States, Mr. 
O'Donovan Rossa said his lips were sealed 
as to tho actions of the general organization. 
Whether a volunteer corps of one thousand, 
as above mentioned, had been organized 
for special Purpotoe, or whether any of the 
mon had already left, he could not say. On 
the question of anew mode of warfaro hav- 
ing been decided upon he supposed ax 
civilization progresses so do men’s minds 
as to war material, Just at present a new 
era seomed to be opening upon Fenianism, 
and he was delighted to sea the greatest 
enthusiasm prevail on all sides, All bran- 
ches of the brotherhood were unanimoue 
on one point, and that was to atrike 
at England in a manner so as to 
be felt. The first great weapon neces- 
sary was money, Having abundance of 
that was half the battle, and he and a 
number of his friends had started what was 
known asthe “Skirmishing Fund.” From 
the manner in which the subscriptions were 
coming in he was sanguine of raising a 
much fie sum than ever the treasury of 
the brotherhood had before. Tho others 
all spoke in the most enthusiastic manner 
of their willingness to not only subscribe 
but totake up arms at a moment's notice 
in defence of their country.—New York 
Mercury.

Dear Str,—Allow mo to make a few sug- 
gestions fr the benefit of your numerous read- 
ers who are interested in the manufacture of 
cheese and butter. 

Asone of ushas been in England nearly 
all the past season, we feel competent t» state 
the faults they find, and to give some advice 
of value to the farmers’ pockets, 

The great fault found with Canadian, in 
comparison with States cheese, is our poor 
boxes, 

Most of Belleville factories have boxes that 
tit the cheese well, but they are not strong 
enough; 20, or 3c, more added to the cost 
would procure a box that oquld be handled 
without breaking, (A 14 inch hoop 60 Ibs. 
cheese is preferred.) 

If you have any respect for the name or 
reputation of your factory, sell your summer 
cheese before they are forty days old. 


Do not all make white cheese, aa two-thirds 
to three-fourths of the cheese used in England 
and Scotland are either high or moderately 
colored. Tho yarious common faults of mak- 
ing and bad flavors, porous, salty, soft, dry 
and uneven sizes, and shapes, have been dwelt 
upon at Dairymen’s conventions (as well as 
experienced by some makers to their sorrow) 
until it is needless for us to any more except 
to oxpress tho hope, that this seagon each fac- 
tory will strive to turn out the most perfect 
and best boxed lot in the country. 

The most serious fault found with Belleville 
butter is the coarse salting. Use tho best 
quolity of finest ground buttor salt you can 
possibly find. Goderich or barrel salt is ob- 
jectionable, agd a good deal of the salt now 
used never dissolves, and is coarse and gritty 
to the taste. 

Tubs holding 60 pounds of butter are more 
saleable than large packages. 
Use the vory best tab, and in short the best 
of everything, if you expect best prices. 
Oar interest is in common with the farmer, 
and if Canada competes successfully for the 
English trade in cheese and butter, we must 
not only give them quality, but use just such 
packages as they want, and seo t. it that the 
packages are not so poor and slightly made as 
in the past.

Daily Mutelligencer. 
When to Sow Clover. 


Havris, of the Agriculturist, writes as 


follows, on this subject 


My own practice is to harrow tho wheat 
three times in the spring. We go over the 
wheat both ways with the harrow,and then 
sow the clover seed and follow with the 
harrow tocover the seed, If the ground is 
very hard, the harrowa do not broak up 
the crust sufticiently to afford a good cover- 

| ing for the soed, andif dry weather follows 
wo have a poor catch on these poor spots 
Thave my doubts as to which is the better 
plan, but am inclined to think that so far 
as securing a good catch of timothy and 
clover is concerned, it is better to give up 
harrowing winter wheat in the spring and 
to sow timothy seed in the fall and clover 

seed very early in tho spring.

rye, we could not pasture after the first of 
September. The grass on this moadow 
was as thick and heavy as it could grow. 
We got moro hay from one acre of this 
meadow than from four acres of the-other. | 
T have always thought that it did not hurt 
meadows to pasture them in the fall, but 
| last year was so unusually cold and tho | 
soil so dry, with little or no snow to cover | 
| it, thataslight coat of grass was of great | 
yalue as a protection from the severe cold 
winds, and also probably proved useful as

Commerce ot the Lakes. 


In the course of the debate in the house 
of represontativos on the location of courts | 
of appeals in the United States judical cir: 
cuits, under 4 bill now pending before Con: 
gress, Mr. Conger, of Michigan, made the | 
following statoment:— | 

Gentlemen talk of the admiralty juris- 
dictionand the commorce of the Ohio river. | 
Why, Sir, tho commerce of the lakes com 

| pared with that of the Ohio river,is twenty 
fold—forty fold. Thoro passed through | 
the straits betwoen Lake Erie and Lake 
Huron, one of the points in this district, 
more vessels in one summer than passed 
upon the Ohio river, of all kinds, in five 
years. Thére. passed, by actual count, 
through the straits between Lake Huron 
and Lake Erie 145,000 vessels in the seven 
months of their navigation, and all subject 
to admiralty jurisdiction. In this roand 
| world thore i t another strait or river or 
entrance to a harbor where so many vessels | 
pass and repass as through the «trait con- 
necting the navigation of the upper and 
lower Jakes. And an immense adinirality

This amiable woaknoss of Mr. Jenkins, 
whilst it almost bores his opponents to 
death, has a still worso etfect upon his 
friends, as, in his overpowering desire to 
paint Edward Jenkins, M.P., inthe bright- 
est possible colors, he lets drop facts which 

they desire to keep concealed, and puts 
weapons into the hands of their oppo- 
nents which of course they are not slow 
to wield. In a letter to the Canadian 


press, pnblished unfortundtely sinco tho 


rising of Parliament, Mr. Jenkins con- 
tradicts the Premicr ina most emphatic

tainly not, as the expense already incurred 
in connection with it has been out of all 
reason. This direct contradiction we shall 
Teave tho Premier, and the former minister 
tohis ploasures in Scotland to settle be- 

_ twoen thomsclves. 
Another letter from Mr. Jenkins appears 
in tho Globe of the 20th inst., which second 
In it 
tho modest member for Dundes begins and 
by lauding itsolf. 


His second para- 


ea contains a statement which will be 


“news to the people of this country, namoly 


_ that only “‘a small portion” of the Cana- 
dian press had commented unfavorably 


upon his actions. Why, if this self-infla- 
ted gentleman had time to devote to any 
other subject than Edward Jonkins, he 
Would have seen that the Canadian press, 
with a unanimity which they would scarce- 
ly exhibit in the case of anything also than 
in welcoming a Governor General recently 
appointed, or in urging resistance to a 
Fenian invasion, condemned his extrava- 
gance and the inefficiency and indiscretion 
which characterized his conduct of our af- 
fairs. Tho only notable exception to this 
rulewas the Globe ; and the public ac- 
counts show how that journal had clevon 
hundred good and weighty reasons, just as 
heavy as dollars can be, for supporting tho 
friend who bought large supplies ef its 
weekly edition to circulate in Europo.

expenditure of $1,130 in woekly Globes, 
though that information will probably be

Our worthy ox-reprosentative at the 

Court of St. James, also claimy that, 
‘compared with the other Agencios Gen-

Not many weeks since, tho population 
of thia city received an accession in the

He received a cordial welcome from all,and 
the hospitalitiea of the best houses were ex- | 
tended to him, He was accompanied by a 
lady, who waa ostensibly ‘‘the Honorable 
Mra. Annesley ;" and if the nameless gracos 
of good breeding were not so distinctly | 
yerceptible in her case asin that of her | 
Tord —if hor manner had- not precisely that | 
elegant repose which stamps the cast of 
Vere de Vere—there was at least no fla- 
grant violation of any of the tacit lawa 
whereby ladies and gentlemen are wont to | 
regulate their behavior towards eachother, | 
There was, in a word, nothing to indicate | 
that she was other than sho was represent- 
ed to be. 

During the fortnight succeeding their ar- | 
rival, they were entertained at several of | 
the best houses ; and amongst othors at the 
house of a learned Judge of one of the Su- | 
perior Courts. They made good use of | 
their time, and the honorable gentleman | 
succeeded in winning golden opinions from 
every one with whom he camo in contact. 
And when the non-arriyal of expected re- 
mittances from England caused him a tem-

The learned Judye, being 
freo from suspicion, generously promised 
to render the temporary aid sought, but 
before the transaction could be carried out 
in the most important detail of actually 
handing over the mongy, the impecunious 
Mr. Annesley was proven to be sailing un- 
dor false colors. 

The revelation came about in this wise : 
One evening, while dining at the table of a 
leading member of Toronto society, he in- 
ciden ally stated that ho had recently been 
at Ottawa, and that while there he had 
been the guest of Lord Dufferin, to whom 
he had been introduced by letters from 
some of the English nobility, He further 
mentioned that Lord Dufferin had express- 
od surprise and regret at his (Lord Dutler- 
in’s) not having been appointed Viceroy of 
India.

It has been surmised— 
on what grounds wo have been unable to 
learn—that his fair companion is an actress 
to whom the garish lights of the stage havo 
imparted just so much insight into the be- 
longings of good socioty as can be acquired 
by those to whom high culture does not 
come by right of*inheritance.

AFTERNOON DISPATCHES, 


New York, April 21.—John R. Dolan was 
hanged at 9:37 this morning for the murder of 
James H. Noe. He slept but little last night 
and was up early this morning, when he at- 
tended mass in the prison chapel, his wife be- 
ing also present. After taking leave of his 
wife, he retired to his cell, where he joined 
in religious devotions with the clergymen 
who have attended him all along. Tho exe- 
cution was to have taken place at half-past 9 
o'clock, but as a reprieve was looked for, the 
dread event was postponed for half an hour. 
At 9:30 the sheriff notitied Dolan that it 
was time to start for the gallows. His arms 
were pinioned, and the black cap placed on 
his head. Ho looked very flushed, and when 
he stood under the rope he looked up at it 
and then at the spectators. His manner was 
perfectly possessed, and he exhibited no emo- 
tion of any kind. After praying with his 
confessors the black cap was drawn over his 
face. A few seconds elapsed, tho sheriff gave 
the signal, and Dolan’s body shot up into the 
air. Save a few convulsive movements of the 
chest and an effort of the hands to lift them- 
selye upward, no other signs of suffering wero 
to be obsorved,and after a convulsive shudder 
passed through the whole body, all trace of 
life had left the body. He died remarkably 
easy for so powerful a man, his neck not 
being broken. His heart coased beating after 
he had been suspended 134 minutes,

Michael Angelo as a Workman. 


Through his impatience and enthusiasm 
Michael Angelo ruined block after block 
of marble by working with too grat 
vehemence near the surface. He had a 
vonderful faculty asa mere workman in 
narble, but his genius and ima ROSEY of 
temperament would/not brook the oppo- 
sition of so stubborn a material, and un- 
fitted him for those first processes of 
roughing out into shape the block, which 
reqmres patience and precision. ‘Tod 
eager to arrive at a point where his true 
genius would find play, he assailed the 
marble with such violence that he often 
struck off pieces which trenched into the 
just limits of the surface, and, as they 
could not be replaced, he was forced to 
finish as he could—not as he would. Had 
he contined himself more to elaborating 
his work in clay, and then entrusting the 
blocking out in marble to a mechanical 
workman, we should have had not a much 
larger number of grand works by him, but 
they would have been freer of great de- 
fects. For instance, the back of the head 
of Moses has been chiseled away until it is 
an impossible head. Again, the David is 
sacrificed ta the exigencies of the marble. 
And the head of his famous Day was pro- 
bably left unfinished because he perceived 
that it was turned beyond the. limit per- 
mitted to nature without breaking her 
neck. —Backwood's Magazine.

The heights of,the Vermont mountains are 
not all acurately meastred, and no two 
books give them exactly alike ; but so near 
as can be ascértained, they range thus : 
Mansfield, 4,380 ; Camel’s hump, 4, 
Jay Peak, 4,018 ; Willoughby, 
Killington, 3,675; Ascutney, rear Windsor,- 
8,320. Mount Orford thohighest Canadian 
ak, is'but.3,300, and thé famous Owl's 
Fead, on Lake Memphremagog, but 2,750. 
Of the New Hampshire mountains Mount 
Pleasant is a little higher than Mansfield 
(4,800) ; and Mount Webster,in the Notch, 
in abont the hight of Jay Peak ; while 
Chocorua and Kearsarge are 1,000 feet 
lower than Mansfield. Jay Peak and the 
Pinnacle, standing, as they do, far to the 
North, and a little beyond the fertile region 
of Vermont, resemble more the mountains 
of New Hampshire and the Adirondacks. 
The mountains around West point, Now 
York, vary from 1,000 to 2,000 feet, the 
highest scarcely reaching that figure, but 
the Catskills are higher than any of those 
mountains named, ranging from 3,000 to 
almost 5,000 foot ; the Movwntain House 
stands on a plateau 3,000 foot high, while 
the South mountain is some 500 feet and 
the round top 1,200 feet higher than the 
Mountain Hous. » Tho highest ofall the 
mountains in the Eastern States is, as well 
known, Mount Washington, the summit of 
which is some 6,226 foot above the sea

Common itch is caused by a microscopic 
insect eating into the skin, Cover the part 
with sweet oil, and the disease is cured ; ag 
the insect breathes through its skin, the oil 
plugs up the pores and death suffers from 
suffocation. The mildew of’ plants is des- 
troyed by sprinkling over them a mixture of 
two-third water and one third molasses ; the

A newly-laid egg is full, but every hour it 
becomes less nud lose xo, by the escape of the 
internal liquid through the porous shell, 
which lightens it, causing it to rise in water. 
If, toa quart of pure water, four ounces of 
salt are added, an egg a day old or less will 
sink to the bottom, and is fresh ; if three 
days old, it is stale and will float ; if five 
days old, a part of it will project above the 
surface of the water; these difference are 
more decided as the weather is warmer. An 
egg dipped jn glycerine, or liquid glue, or 
gum arabic, or varnish, will have its pores 
closed, hence will keep fresh a long time ina 
cool place.

My own 
experiences were a4 follows: Firstly, a 
large school in which little boys and big 
ones, from 6 to 15 years of age, were being 
iihymanly ‘whaled” or thrashed with a 
cowskin—i. ¢., a twisted or dried throng of 
raw hide. In this inferno the ‘yells of the 
children never ceased from morning to 
night. Tho teacher had quite a manin for 
crnelty and inilicting long whippirgs for 
the most trifling offences. With all this 
punishment the boys were badly behaved, 
which I believe was dueid the extreme 
nervousness and quarrelsonieness develop- 
ed. by constantly witnessing suffering 
and listening to screams. From this school 
I passed toranother—said in those da 
to be the best in New-Bngland.. He 
where there were 60 boarders and 30 day 
scholars, the boys were all remarkable well 
behaved,quarrelling or fighting being liter- 
ally unknown, and the discipline,in all res- 
pects,excellent, The punishments consist-

Some of tha,Grit fowspapers are coum 
» mencing’to complain’ of tho ‘shortness of 


the sessions of Parliament, and angue that 
as mombers receive the same amount of in- 


* demnity whether tho duration ofthe ses- | 


sion be two months, or twice or three times 
as long, they ought to be content to give 
their services for « longer time than thoy 
now do. © This is a position which meets 
our approval, 1s the practice has been of 
late years, under the Mackenzio Adminis~ 
ration; tos rush “business” through tho 
House, that full and proper discussion 
could not be given’to important measures, 
and many bills introduced by private mem- 
bors, which would have been of great public 
benefit, have been annually slaug! htered, in 
order that the Houso might rise by. a cer- 
tain date. Again, the work which mom- 
bers have been called upon to perform has 
been altogether too.great, and some valu- 
able lives hage been, if not lost, at least 
shortened, owing to thisdesiro to compress 
the work of three or even four months 
into two. To attain this end, members 
have had to workmight and day—in Com- 
inittee from an early hour in the morning 
without perhaps more than an hour fora 
hasty Iunch before the assembling of the 
House at 3 p. m.; and then, on an average, 
eight hours, business in the legislative 
chambers, or a day's work of from twelve 
.to fifteen hours, in an impure atmosphere. 
This is work beyond the endurance of or- 
dinary men, but if is what those of our 
logislators who take an active part in the 
conduct of public business are called upon 
to stand as best they may. This length- 
ening of the days by stealing hours 
from the t is what plays havoc 
among the meihbers of the House of 
Commons. We are pleased to observe that 
some of the Government newspapers are 
. speaking out against this hot haste in leg- 
: - islation. For it, however, and all its con- 
* sequences their friends are directly respon- 
sible, They have the control of the House 
by a very large majority, and if the Pre- 
mier willod’ it, the session could be pro- 
longed to any reasonable extent. He is, 
however, # man of great endurance, capable 
of a yast amount of labor, and he seems ty 
Tack consideration for those whose consti- 
tutions are less rugged than his own. Feel- 
MQ Ms weakness tote COUNTY; wring to 
the manifold corruptions, misdeeds and 
errors of himself and colleagues, and see- 
ing that the trenchant criticisms of the 
Opposition were daily strengthening the 
reaction which had set in against himself 
and his party, Mr. Mackenzie's sole re- 
source was the shortening of the session, in 
order to escape from this bombardment of 
the Opposition orators. This purpose he 
held on to with characteristic tenacity, 
compelling long night sessions, shouldering 
private legislation out of the way, and 
abandoning some of his measures which 
were productiye of discussion, in order to 
secure the closing of the House by Easter.

we will have better legislation, anda bet- 
ter state of feeling between the political 
parties. The Premier and his brother 
Ministers, with sufficient time before them 
to pursze their labors, will be less im- 
pationt of debate on their poliey, and con- 
sequently an improvement in their de- 
, Meanor may bo looked for, ; Courtesy may 
thon take the place of the discourtesy and 
ill-nature whicli have beon characteristic’ of 
theirjeonduct during the late brief seasions; 
and the Opposition, treated as gentlemen, 
will no doubt willingly reciprocate in a 
like manner ; so and by sach moans will | 
the acrimonies engendered by recent de-| 
bates he pleasantly dispelled, and the 
asperitios of discussion be softened to such 
an oxtent that the Canadian Parliament 
will cease to bear x0 strong a resomblance 
as Mr. Mackenzio and some of his follow- 
ers have beon the cause of ity doing of late 
Years, to somo of the Western Legislatures, 
the personalities in which «a few years 
Were cause for amusement and wonder 
our more civ:

[Assented to T2th April, 1876.) 
Whereas it is expedient to amend the 
Criminal Law relating to Violence, Threats

A kOOST MANY MILES IN LENGTH. 


Moscow, Pa, April 14—A wilderness 
known as the Beech Woods covers a large por- 
tion of western Pike county and northwestern 
Monrod county, this State.

About fifty young men of the town 
stopped the procession in Provost-street, 
and wrested the effigy and banner from the 
miners, A few blows were struck, when 
the miners turned and fled from the town. 
No one is reported seriously injured, al- 
though it is said the miners were armed 
with pick-handles.”

Tuoroven Disexvecrion.—The Mont- 
real Guzeltésays : A case of small-pox 
occurred in'this city some time ago, which 
was attributed by Dr. Carpenter to the in- 
fection from a passing hearse, the germs of 
the disease being conveyed to a boy on tho 
sidewalk. A similar illustration of the po- 
tency of the infectious matter is said to 
have occurred at Dover, The mortuary of 
the workhouse having been pulled down 
lately, some children converted a few 
planks from the building into a swing, and 
usud the trestles on which the coffins of 
paupers who had died of small-pox were 
borne, for a see-saw. Tho children sub- 
sequently all showed signs of the disease, 
though there was then no small-pox in the 
vicinity. Dr. Robinson, the local health 
oflicer,expressed tho belief that the poison- 
ous germs, having been locked np in a 
chrysalis state, were roused into actual life 
when liberated by the breaking up of the 
materials of the dead-house, and thus ex- 
posed to the oxidising influences of the 
atmosphere. The case is an illustration of 
the necessity of thorough disinfection in 
all cases of infections discases.

A publiespeaker at a fair in Onondaga 

Valley, gave the following bit of informa- 
tion, which will be news to many: ‘*In 
preparing seed corn for planting, none 6f 
the small and imperfect kernols at the tip 
or butt end of the ear should be discarded 
but on the contrary shonld be planted, be- 
cause the tip end ones'are females ‘and the 
butt end ones males.” Comment is un- 
necessary. 
Plants are not unhealthful in sleeping 
apartments or sitting-rooms. Of course, 
if the flowers exhale a strong perfume— 
such as that of tuberoses, hyacinths, and 
daphnes—thoy make the air too odorous to 
be desirable at night ; but healthy, grow- 
ing plants absorb the carbonic acid in the 
atmosphere, and keep it pure and agree- 
able. They are, in fact, the best disin- 
fectants that can be employed. 


—To produce a given amount of farm 
productsifrom poor land requires a given 
amount of labor and other expense. .‘To 
produce the same amount from land suf- 
ficontly well enriched requires only -one- 
third/of the same amount, Consequently 
the expence of Jabor is reduced, and as the 
demand is reduced by that great law of de- 
mand and supply, the price and labor must 
go down with it. But the benefit of thé 
scheme does not stop here. The farm- 
produce, when put in market, has cost its 
producer only one-third of its formér ex- 
pense; so there is a gain of two-thirds of 
the price ofthe produce. 

There is a vast difference in the tlayor of 
eggs. Hens fed on clear, sound grain and 
kept on’clean grass runs, give much finer 
flavored eggs than hens that have access to 
stable and manure heaps and eat all kinds 
of filthy food. Hens feedihg on fish and 
onions flavor their eggs accordingly, the 
same as cows eating onions or cabbage, or 
drinking offensive water imparts a bad 
taste tothe milk and butter. The richer 
the food the higher the ‘célor of the eggs. 
Wheat and corn give the eggs the-best col- 
or, while feading qn buckwheat makes 
them colorless, rendering them untit for 
some confectionery purposes. — Moore's
